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GOP endorses Brown

W ith the race for next 
month’s runoff elec¬ 
tion in full swing, 

Mayor Willie Brown 
quickly shored up 
support from one group 
that has traditionally not 
backed him - Republicans. 

At the Monday, November 
8 meeting of the San Fran¬ 
cisco County Republican 
Central Committee, the 
group grudgingly gave 
Brown its endorsement. 

Brown - a Democrat - 
Finished first in last Tues¬ 
day’s election, and with most of the ballots 
counted, received about 40 percent of the 
vote. Board of Supervisors President Tom 
Ammiano stunned political observers and 
most city residents with a second-place 
showing in his write-in bid. Ammiano has 
about 25 percent of the vote. 

Former Mayor Frank Jordan, whom the 
Republican Central Committee members 


supported - though not 
with an official endorse¬ 
ment - finished third with 
about 17 percent of the 
vote. As of last Friday, 
183,570 ballots had been 
counted in the race for 
mayor. About 10,000 ballots 
remain to be counted, Elec¬ 
tions Department officials 
said. Since neither Brown 
nor Ammiano received 
more than 50 percent of the 
vote, a runoff takes place on 
December 14. 

Local Republican Cen¬ 
tral Committee members 
discussed the endorsement 
with state GOP leaders be¬ 
forehand, and got their approval. While 
Brown is viewed by Republicans as the very 
symbol of Democratic liberalism in the state, 
Ammiano’s more liberal position on most is¬ 
sues was enough for the GOP to endorse 
Brown. 

The central committee needed 60 percent, 
or 16 votes, to endorse Brown. It got 18 votes.

library vandal strikes gay books

O n the third floor of the San Francisco 
Public Library, where the nonfiction sec¬ 
tion becomes the gay and lesbian sec¬ 
tion, there hangs a sign: “We need your 
help! Books about homosexuality are being 
mutilated.” The sign, which asks library pa¬ 
trons to “report suspicious activity” to the 
staff, is found again amidst a stack of gay and 
lesbian titles, and again at the end of the 
nonfiction section. 

The signs have been up for a few weeks 
now, but Jim Van Buskirk, program manag¬ 
er of the James Hormel Gay and Lesbian 
Center, said they haven’t deterred a very sys¬ 
tematic operation to take gay titles out of cir¬ 
culation. 

Someone - or some people - has been 
tearing the bar codes out of gay titles, effec¬ 
tively prohibiting anyone from checking out 
the books. Hundreds of books have been mu¬ 
tilated in the past six months. Van Buskirk 
said he receives a stack of about six to 12 dam¬ 


aged gay and lesbian books per week. 

“We started finding small batches of muti¬ 
lated books, where the person is taking out the 
page that has the bar code on it, and sometimes 
multiple pages, in an attempt to prohibit other 
people from checking out the material,” Van 
Buskirk told the Bay Area Reporter. 

When a book is found without a bar 
code, it must be transferred to the preserva¬ 
tion department to be repaired. The process 
takes a few days, and, according to Van 
Buskirk, once it is completed the same book 
is often mutilated again. 

Sometimes the vandalism is found when 
a patron goes to the check-out counter, other 
times it is the staff that discovers the missing 
bar code during the re-shelving process. And 
while patrons will sometimes tear out bar 
codes in an attempt to pass through securi¬ 
ty gates with a stolen book in tow, this muti¬ 
lation is so distinct that staff members have 
surmised there is a method to the madness. 

“We have books stolen all the time, as well 
as vandalized,” said Van Buskirk. “But this is

I here’s a buzz in the air at Tom Ammi¬ 
ano’s campaign headquarters at Josie’s 
Cabaret and Juice Joint at 16th and 
Market streets. 

“We’re going to have a new mayor,” 
said Robert Haaland, a campaign 
spokesperson. 

Ammiano overcame the odds on Tues¬ 
day, November 2, when his last-minute in¬ 
surgent candidacy inspired 25 percent of the 
voters to go to the polls, take out a pen, and 
write his name on the ballot as their choice 
for the next mayor of San Francisco. 

The president of the San Francisco Board 
of Supervisors had entered the race as a 
write-in candidate less than three weeks be¬ 
fore the general election. His campaign 
raised only about $25,000 in small dona¬ 
tions for the grassroots effort - compared to 
the record-breaking millions spent by his 
three main adversaries, incumbent Mayor 
Willie Brown, former Mayor Frank Jordan, 
and former political consultant Clint Reilly. 
Now, all bets are off. 

Ammiano’s amazing second-place finish 
puts him on the December 14 ballot with 
Brown, who garnered about 39 percent of 
the vote. 

“They liked the idea that it’s not just 
about money and endorsements,” Ammiano 
said on the steps of City Hall last Thursday, 
November 4, after his victory was an¬ 
nounced. “We’ve turned the system around, 
for better or for worse.” 

The mayoral runoff has frequently been 
characterized in the media as a battle be¬ 
tween the far-left progressive Ammiano ver¬ 
sus the liberal Brown. But Ammiano cam¬ 
paign officials said they plan to focus on 
their candidate’s record, and his stance on 
the issues. Many of the core people working 
on the campaign are progressive activists 


who have worked in the city for decades on 
homelessness, labor issues, AIDS, gay rights, 
environmental protection, and a variety of 
other causes. 

“It has pulled in people who are issue- 
based and who care about the things that 
Tom cares about,” said activist Eileen 
Hansen. “People who long ago turned their 
backs on the electoral process as being use¬ 
less and disempowering.” 

Ammiano, who previously has won four 
citywide elections, was supported by an out¬ 
right majority of voters in seven of 25 neigh¬ 
borhoods: Haight-Ashbury, Inner Sunset, 
Mission, Noe Valley, North Bernal Heights, 
Potrero Hill, and Upper Market/Eureka Val¬ 
ley. Brown won the remaining 18 neighbor¬ 
hoods, but suffered from a low voter turn¬ 
out in his traditional strongholds, such as 
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Palm Springs Pride 


Pride or prejudice? 

Tensions divide parade committee

I s it “about freedom” or is it 
about a male-dominated circle 
of insiders trying to silence 
some of its members? Inquiring 
minds of the San Francisco Lesbian, 
Gay, Bisexual, Transgender Pride 
Celebration Committee, Inc. want 
to know, while board members 
claim they are being attacked for 
mistakes that were not their fault 
and were not made maliciously. 

Although tensions had been 
brewing within the Pride Com¬ 
mittee for a while, the situation 
came to a head last month, when 
Pride Board President Calvin 
Gipson announced that the Sep¬ 
tember 12 board elections would 
be invalidated because of ques¬ 
tions about the eligibility of some 
of the voters. Did a non-member 
vote? Did a member vote more 
than once? What constituted a 
“member” anyway? 

Over the course of the years, 
what is defined as a “member” of 
the Pride Committee has 
changed. Used to be, anyone serv¬ 
ing as a co-chair, staff member, or 
board member, as well as anyone 
attending two consecutive meet¬ 
ings, was automatically a member. 
No written application was re¬ 
quired. Then, in 1998, the com¬ 
mittee voted to rewrite the bylaws 
to state that anyone who complet¬ 
ed an application was a member. 
No attendance minimum or Pride 
position was required. Technical¬ 
ly, however, members before 1998

were still considered members 
after 1998, even if they didn’t fill 
out the application. So when a 
board candidate raised the issue 
of whether a non-member had 
voted in the election, the Pride 
Committee realized it could not 
make that determination. 

“We simply don’t have the 
records,” Gipson told the commit¬ 
tee at an October meeting. Gipson 
consulted with the organization’s 
attorney and decided that the 
election “needed to be beyond re¬ 
proach,” and promised in the 
meantime to appoint those who 
were newly elected to the board. 
He did so, with the exception of 
seven-year volunteer and former 
treasurer Leigh Christopher, who 
was absent from the meeting. 

Rainbow flag creator and Pride 
member Gilbert Baker was on 
hand to protest Christopher’s ex¬ 
clusion as well as the election’s in¬ 
validation. Baker alleged that offi¬ 


cers could be using the election’s 
invalidation as a way to selective¬ 
ly appoint people who agreed 
with the staff’s philosophy. It was 
no secret that Christopher had 
her issues with alleged sexism on 
the Pride Committee as well as 
disagreements over how the com¬ 
mittee’s Finances were handled. 
Baker, however, was repeatedly si¬ 
lenced during the meeting. 

“It’s a pathetic story,” Baker 
told the Bay Area Reporter. “What 
they are doing here is deciding 
which ones of the elected ones are 
okay and which ones aren’t.” 

At the following meeting, 
Christopher was not allowed to 
vote because her membership was 
in question - despite Gipson’s 
own assertions that previous 
members would remain members. 

“It’s weird to put a lot of time 
into something and then be told 
‘We’re not sure who you are,”’ 
Christopher told the B.A.R. “We 
changed the bylaws last year to 
make membership easier, but 
they’re using them to make it re¬ 
ally exclusive.” 

Both Christopher and Baker 
said the exclusiveness extends be¬ 
yond the membership roster and 
into the organization’s general op¬ 
erations. 

“They have known for two 
years that they don’t know who 
their members are, and it’s not up 
to a couple of people in a closed 
session to decide if an election is 
valid,” said Baker. 

Christopher said women were 
often left out of the decision¬ 
making process, a practice that 
has led to the resignation of sev¬ 
eral Pride Committee members. 

“It has just deteriorated,” said 
Christopher. “It used to be a lot of 
different interest groups. But now 
it seems like most people who 
were ‘different’ have quit.” 

Her concerns were echoed at 
the early October meeting, where 
another woman in the room told 
Gipson and others that inclusion 
of women continued to be “a 
problem.” 

John Caldera, acting treasurer 
of the committee, quickly dis¬ 
agreed and turned the conversa¬ 
tion back to the closed meeting 
with the group’s attorney “who’s a 
woman,” he said emphatically, 
smiling and waving his finger. 

The women in the room 
seemed unimpressed. 

Still, Christopher does not at- 
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Bathhouse drive fails - again

A much ballyhooed campaign 
to let San Francisco voters 
decide whether to lift the 
ban on gay bathhouses went 
down the drain this week. 

The effort, led by activist 
Michael Petrelis, failed to gather 
the 10,500 valid signatures re¬ 
quired to put the issue on the 
March 2000 city ballot. Monday, 
November 8 was the deadline to 
file petitions with the San Fran¬ 
cisco Department of Elections. 

An earlier attempt to add the 
measure to the November 1999 
ballot was unsuccessful. 

At press time, it was not clear 
how many signatures had been 
gathered in the most recent drive. 


“I believe they were short by 
about 1,000,” said Michael Belle- 
fountaine of ACT UP/San Fran¬ 
cisco, adding that his group “just 
kind of supported it and helped 
out where we could.” 

But David Pasquarelli, also of 
ACT UP/SF, said that only 4,000 
signatures had been gathered, 
and these were “not yet validat¬ 
ed.” He said that while there were 
a dozen people involved in the 
petition drive, there were only 
“six hard-core” people collecting 
signatures. 

The failure deprived local vot¬ 
ers of the opportunity to overrule 
San Francisco Department of 
Public Health (DPH) Director 
Mitch Katz on the issue. 

The ban on private spaces in 
gay bathhouses was imposed by 


former public health director 
Mervyn Silverman in 1984, at the 
advent of the AIDS epidemic. 

Despite a recent recommenda¬ 
tion that the ban be lifted from 
the HIV Prevention Planning 
Council, the city’s chief advisory 
body on HIV prevention issues, 
Katz has steadfastly maintained 
the ban, and the Health Commis¬ 
sion concurred. 

Petrelis did not return repeat¬ 
ed calls from the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter seeking comment. But 
Bellefountaine commented, “The 
baths should be open because gay 
men are responsible in 1999.” 

Bellefountaine called the cam¬ 
paign a “learning experience,” and 
said they will try to collect enough 
signatures again, this time for the 
November 2000 ballot. ▼ 


Didn't vote last week? Register by Monday

Y ou were sitting on the fence, 
or you decided not to regis¬ 
ter to vote because your fa¬ 
vorite candidate wasn’t running. 
Well, here’s your last chance to be a 
part of next month’s wild and crazy 
runoff races in San Francisco. 

This Monday, November 15, is 
the deadline to register to vote in 
the December 14 runoff between 
Mayor Willie Brown and his chal¬ 
lenger, Board of Supervisors Presi¬ 
dent Tom Ammiano, and the 


runoff between District Attorney 
Terence Hallinan and his challenger, 
former prosecutor Bill Fazio. 

Completed registration cards 
must be turned into the Depart¬ 
ment of Elections office at City Hall 
this Monday by 5 p.m., unless you 
personally deliver your forms to a 
deputy sheriff at City Hall (on the 
Dr. Carlton B. Goodlett Place side) 
by midnight. And while postmarks 
in themselves are not a guarantee, 
if the office receives your forms by 
Wednesday, November 17, and 
they are postmarked by November 
15, your registration will be valid. 


Finding forms at most post offices 
and libraries at this late date will be 
“hit or miss,” according to the De¬ 
partment of Elections, but some 
campaigns will have booths on the 
street and you can obtain a form 
from them. The surest way to re¬ 
ceive a form is to go to the regis¬ 
trar’s office, room 48 in the base¬ 
ment of City Hall, or request one 
via telephone. Department of Elec¬ 
tions hours are weekdays from 8 
a.m. until 5 p.m. For more infor¬

T he Bears are on the prowl... 
for agencies to receive their 
money. Bears of San Fran¬ 
cisco (BOSF) is soliciting applica¬ 
tions from nonprofit organiza¬ 
tions interested in being benefi¬ 
ciaries of the group’s Internation¬ 
al Bear Rendezvous, a weekend 
festival in February that raises 
money for selected charities.

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Help for male victims 
of childhood sexual 
assaults or adult rape

F ree individual and group 
psychotherapy sessions are 
now available in San Fran¬ 
cisco for male victims of child¬ 
hood sexual abuse or adult rape. 

The psychotherapy services are 
being offered through the Men’s 
Sexual Trauma Program at the 
San Francisco Rape Treatment 
Center. Individuals who believe 
that past sexually traumatic expe¬ 
riences are related to their current 
psychological or emotional dis¬ 
tress may be eligible to participate 
in the sessions, ranging in length 
from six to 18 months. 

“Generally, it’s accepted that 
one in five men has some history 
of sexual trauma as either an adult 
or a child,” though some research 
shows the number could be even 
higher, said Rick Nizzardini, 
MSW. “Male rape is a silent and 
serious epidemic.” 

Nizzardini, the program’s cre¬ 
ator, has conducted extensive re¬ 
search on gay and bisexual men’s 
experiences of rape. Among his 
findings, he reports a high pro¬ 
portion of adult rapes by persons 
known to the victim, and a high 
incidence of sexual assaults in¬ 
volving alcohol or drugs. 

Assaults perpetrated on male 
victims range from instances of 
gang rape, date or acquaintance 
rape, childhood incest or molesta-

tion, and attacks by intimate part¬ 
ners. 

According to Nizzardini, long¬ 
term effects of childhood sexual 
abuse and adult rape include dif¬ 
ficulty with interpersonal rela¬ 
tionships and intimacy, depres¬ 
sion, work-related difficulties, 
questioning of sexual orientation, 
low self-esteem, recurring night¬ 
mares, and sexual dysfunction. 

“Sexual dysfunction may 
mean you avoid sex, or you go to 
extremes,” said Nizzardini. 

Frequently, male sexual trau¬ 
ma victims are referred to special¬ 
ized counseling by another coun¬ 
selor or therapist. “You really have 
to work with men before you can 


identify that what has happened 
to them is sexual abuse,” Nizzar¬ 
dini said. “All the shame around 
that prevents them from talking 
about it.” 

Additionally, gay and bisexual 
male victims often feel isolated 
and alienated by the gay commu¬ 
nity following the attack, accord¬ 
ing to the researcher. 

“There’s a community denial 
about getting raped,” he said. 
“One of my men said he had such 
a hard time admitting he knew 
this person that he created a 
whole scenario that was easier for 
him to tolerate, and so that others 
would be more likely to sympa¬ 
thize.” 

Funded by the Open Society 
Institute in New York City, the 
Men’s Sexual Trauma Program is 
also offering free in-service edu¬ 
cation and training seminars to 
anyone wanting more informa¬ 
tion. Additionally, Nizzardini 
plans to form a Bay Area commu¬ 
nity coalition to address the needs 
of male survivors of childhood 
sexual assault and adult rape. 

The psychotherapy program is 
accepting applicants for both in¬ 
dividual and group sessions on an 
ongoing basis. ▼

State gay lobby group to hold SF benefit

S tate Assemblywoman Car¬ 
ole Migden (D-San Francis¬ 
co) will be the featured 
speaker at a Potrero Heights cock¬ 
tail party on Thursday, November 
18. The gathering will benefit the 
California Alliance for Pride and 
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Equality (CAPE), the only 
statewide lobbying group repre¬ 
senting the interests of lesbian, 
gay, bisexual, and transgendered 
(LGBT) Californians in state gov¬ 
ernment. 

Founded just last year, CAPE is 
the heir apparent to the now-de- 
funct Lobby for Individual Free¬ 
dom and Equality (LIFE), which 
had been the chief lobbying group 
on gay and AIDS issues in Sacra¬ 
mento. CAPE is focusing primar¬ 
ily on gay rights legislation, while 
another new group, the California 
HIV/AIDS Advocacy Coalition, 
will lobby on AIDS bills. 

Since its formation, CAPE 
helped persuade legislators to sup¬ 
port Migden’s landmark domestic 
partner registry bill, which was 
signed into law by Governor Gray 
Davis last month, in addition to 
bills protecting gays and lesbians in 
housing and employment, and 
protecting LGBT students from 
harassment in public schools. 

“It’s that kind of hard work 
that we’re doing that is changing 
the face of life for lesbian, gay, bi¬ 
sexual, and transgender people in 
this state,” said Kay Ostberg, 


CAPE’s first executive director. 
The organization is also actively 
working with a statewide coalition 
to defeat Proposition 22, the 
Knight initiative. 

Ostberg and San Francisco Su¬ 
pervisor Mark Leno, a leader in 
the No on Knight Campaign, will 
also speak at the benefit. 

Ostberg told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that her organization needs 
to build a broad base of support to 
fight anti-gay legislation, as well as 
to secure equal rights for gay peo¬ 
ple. “We have domestic partnership 
with one right - hospital visitation 
privileges,” she said. “We need to fill 
that basket with all the other rights 
that go with marriage.”

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Hallinan and Fazio 
in runoff for DA 


HUNGRY?' 1

T hey want to promote les¬ 
bian, gay, bisexual, and 
transgender (LGBT) rights, 
would like a diverse staff, and plan 
to focus on prosecuting violent 
offenders. With an even 38 per¬ 
cent of the vote in last week’s elec¬ 
tion for each candidate, next 
month’s runoff for district attor¬ 
ney between incumbent Terence 
Hallinan and challenger Bill Fazio 
will be a tight race, and one based 
on similar agendas. The main 
question, according to both of 
them, is who can get the job done. 

One issue between them - 
medical marijuana - will be de¬ 
bated at the San Francisco Pa¬ 
tients’ Resource Center on Tues¬ 
day, December 7. Sponsored by 
the Clinical Cannabis Communi¬ 
ty, the debate will give the candi¬ 
dates a chance to point out why 
each other’s approach is wrong. 

“Bill wants medical marijuana, 
but he wants it done ‘respectably,’ 
by which I guess he means a bu¬ 
reaucracy,” Hallinan told the Bay 
Area Reporter, adding that the 
DA’s office is now in the process of 
creating medical marijuana iden¬ 
tification cards. “Bill’s version 
wants the police to authorize 
medical marijuana, and I have a 
problem with that.” 

Fazio, however, said that no 
matter how Hallinan handled 
marijuana cases in his office, peo¬ 
ple are still getting arrested. 

“My problem with his ap¬ 
proach is the fact that somehow 
medical marijuana is still a prob¬ 
lem for law enforcement,” Fazio, a 
former prosecutor in the DA’s of¬ 
fice, told the B.A.R. “If he actual¬ 
ly had the respect of law enforce¬ 
ment he could convince them not 
to harass people with medical 
marijuana. I believe I can call a 
meeting with police to discuss the 


issue of medical marijuana where 
we lay out a plan and they seri¬ 
ously listen to me. If Terence 
called a meeting, nobody would 
show up.” 

Indeed, Hallinan does not have 
support of San Francisco’s police, 
in part because of a San Francisco 
Chronicle story that revealed his 
record of “the lowest conviction 
rate in the state.” 

But Hallinan counters that re¬ 
port by pointing out that violent 
crime in San Francisco has 
dropped, because he focuses on 
putting violent offenders in 
prison and rehabilitating others. 

“Crime rates are plummeting 
and we keep building new prisons 
and filling them,” said Hallinan. 
“There’s a disconnect here. I don’t 
believe life in prison is a reason¬ 
able solution for a substance 
abuse problem.” 

“At the same time,” Hallinan 
continued, “we are tough on vio¬ 
lent crime. We won 18 straight 
murder cases, with one hung 
jury.” 

That hung jury was the Edgard 
Mora trial, a case prosecuted as an 
anti-gay hate crime that Fazio said 
should have been a victory. 

“He should have learned from 
history that the case wouldn’t 
have gotten a murder conviction,” 
said Fazio, who prosecuted - and 
won - an anti-gay murder case 
similar to the Mora trial in the 
early 1980s. The conviction was 
later downgraded to manslaugh¬ 
ter by an appeals court, based on 
the fact that it was a single punch 
that caused the death of the vic¬ 
tim. In the Mora trial, a single 
punch outside the Loading Dock 
gay bar was responsible for the 
death of city resident Brian 
Wilmes in March 1998. Fazio 
claims that based on the similari¬ 
ties, Hallinan’s office could have 
easily won a manslaughter case. 
Hallinan, however, says it was the 
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responsible thing to go for mur¬ 
der. 

“We could have always gotten 
a manslaughter out of it,” said 
Hallinan, “but sometimes we try 
to go that extra mile.” 

That extra mile is evident in 
Hallinan’s LGBT work. As a city 
supervisor, he authored and 
passed the first transgender anti- 
discrimination legislation in the 
United States. He has increased 
the number of LGBT attorneys on 
his staff by 60 percent, and 85 per¬ 
cent of all his hires are LGBT peo¬ 
ple, women, or people of color. 
His office prosecuted the first 
transgender hate crime case in 
California. He launched a pro¬ 
gram where advocates train the 
police department on LGBT is¬ 
sues, specifically targeting trans¬ 
gender discrimination. He created 
the city’s same-sex domestic vio¬ 
lence program in 1996, which em¬ 
ploys advocates - including a les¬ 
bian who does outreach to women 
at the Lyon-Martin Health Clinic 
- to provide information and sup¬ 
port to victims. He has received 
the endorsements of Supervisors 
Tom Ammiano, Leslie Katz, and 
Mark Leno, State Assemblywoman 
Carole Migden, Department of 
Health Director Mitch Katz, the 
Bay Guardian, the Harvey Milk 
Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual, Transgen¬

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A coward in the library 


PPi he news this week that someone is de- 
1 liberately vandalizing gay and lesbian 
I books at the San Francisco Main Li¬ 
brary made us stand up and take notice 
once again that homophobia is alive and 
well even in San Francisco. It seems that 
someone with way too much time on their 
hands is systematically going through books 
on gay and lesbian subject matter and re¬ 
moving the bar codes, effectively preventing 
the books from being checked out by pa¬ 
trons. As we report on page one, Jim Van 
Buskirk, program manager at the library’s 
Hormel Gay and Lesbian Center, has been 
receiving anywhere from six to 12 tampered 
books a week, and this has been going on 
for the past six months. 

When the library’s low-key efforts to 
stop the vandalism were unsuccessful, signs 
went up a few weeks ago asking patrons to 
be on the lookout for suspicious activity. We 
hope some alert staff member or library 
user spots the perpetrator, and that this 
cowardly act soon comes to an end. 

The library vandal - or vandals - is ob¬ 
viously someone homophobic, but in this 
case, the anti-gay acts have taken on a more 
subtle tone. The gay books aren’t being de¬ 
faced or otherwise damaged, they’re just 
being altered so that no one else can enjoy 
them. Yes, the books are being repaired, but 
that also takes them out of circulation for 
days at a time, and on occasion, the repaired 
books end up being tampered with again. 

This subtlety seems to be the latest trend 
in anti-gay activity, and it demands attention 
from the lesbian, gay, bisexual, and trans¬ 
gender (LGBT) community. Another exam¬ 
ple is the Focus on the Family ad that this 
newspaper accepted last month, after decid¬ 
ing to donate the money to charity. Nowhere 
in the ad did it mention anything about ex¬ 
gays or an anti-gay message. Instead, it was 
the subtle “Find answers to your questions 
about homosexuality.” That could have been 
the message from any number of gay self- 


help groups, but it wasn’t. 

We, as a community, need to closely ex¬ 
amine things which on the surface 
may not scream anti-gay messages, 
but below the surface, the anti-gay 
statement is there, nonetheless. , 

The recent vandalism at the li¬ 
brary comes to light at a time when 
the LGBT community here and across 
the state has made great strides in acquir¬ 
ing rights, such as the statewide domestic 
partner registry and the city’s 
landmark equal benefits law. Lo¬ 
cally, Board of Supervisors Pres¬ 
ident Tom Ammiano is making 
history as an openly gay candidate for mayor 
after his surprising finish in last week’s elec¬ 
tion. Ammiano will face Mayor Willie Brown, 
himself a longtime supporter of the LGBT 
community, in a December 14 runoff election. 


It is our expectation that in the coming 
weeks, homophobia will not become an 
issue in the mayor’s race. While people may 
not agree with the progressive Ammi¬ 
ano, this election is not about choos¬ 
ing a gay mayor. It is about the future 
of San Francisco, and who has the 
leadership ability to bring the city into 
the 21st century. Both Brown and 
Ammiano have pledged to a series of 
^ debates throughout the city, and we 
look forward to meaningful 
discussions on the issues af¬ 
fecting all of us. Both candi¬ 
dates say they want that too. 

To the coward at the library: People will 
be watching for you. Removing the bar 
codes from library books may make you feel 
like you’re undermining the spirit of the 
LGBT community, but you’re not. T

Transphobia in tragic Toronto

F or transsexuals, the words most dam¬ 
aging to our lives appeared during the 
week before Halloween from Texas 
Fourth Court of Appeals Chief Justice Phil 
Hardberger in the horrifically flawed ma¬ 
jority opinion in Littleton v. Prange , deny¬ 
ing transsexuals the ability to marry as their 
post-transition gender. The most bigoted 
words of the week, however, appeared in the 
Toronto Sun the day after the opinion was 
released - and actually are not in reference 
to the decision but, rather, constitute stand¬ 
alone bigotry. The author was Michael 
Coren. 

It was the most vicious, hate-filled, igno¬ 
rance-drenched piece of garbage that I have 
ever seen attributed to a major newspaper 
either in Canada or the U.S., rivaling the 
psychoses-driven babble of Fred Phelps, 
Lon Mabon, and Robert Talton. 

Coren’s column self-proves the need for 
precisely the type of education of which he 
is apparently afraid. 

A recent report by the Ontario Human 
Rights Commission that stated “Education 
about gender identity is crucial to both trans- 
gendered and non-transgendered people” is, 
according to Coren, “based on a radical agen¬ 
da [that] is obvious to everyone. The only 
people who seem to be promoting all this 
rubbish are those intent on smashing gender 
differences and doctors who make a great 
deal of money telling mentally ill men that it’s 
okay to want to have your willy cut off.” 

There is a vast difference between free¬ 
dom of speech and license to perpetrate un¬ 
bridled lying. Before a newspaper lets words 
such as “There is no such thing as a trans¬ 
sexual. There is no such thing as a man in a 
woman’s body or a woman in a man’s body” 
appear in its pages, its editors should do at 
least a modicum of research to find out 
whether they are totally devoid of truth and 
accuracy. 

Coren’s column was the press embodi¬ 


ment of the ultimate lie. It is proof not only of 
the need for education on transsexuality but 
of the need for recognition of class-action 
libel as a cause of action. Coren and, vicari¬ 
ously, the Toronto Sun defamed every trans¬ 
sexual and intersexual person on the planet. 

I’d like for Coren to explain whether one 
particular male-to-female transsexual client 
of mine actually exists. This particular client 
felt as though she was “a woman in a man’s 
body.” During her gender treatment pro¬ 
gram, she discovered that she has two X 
chromosomes - the typical female pattern. 
Her brain said female but her genitals 
said male - and her chromosomes 
said female. Did she imagine having 
a penis or is she imagining having 
XX chromosomes? 

Or did I simply imagine that she 
exists? 

The public does need education 
on the fact that as much as 
10 percent of the popula¬ 
tion has some sort of 
medically-recognized 
gender abnormality - due 
either to odd chromosome patterns, hor¬ 
mone imbalances during pregnancy, or 
other causes yet to be determined. 

Coren’s assertion that a transsexual 
“needs to put in a hard week’s work fifty 
times a year so that he stops concocting 
neurotic nightmares and gets on with lead¬ 
ing a meaningful life” is just the next gener¬ 
ation of the ‘homosexuality can be cured’ 
scam. Together with the Littleton opinion’s 
partial reliance on the federal Defense of 
Marriage Act (are you listening, Human 
Rights Campaign?), it now should be abun¬ 
dantly clear that all gays, lesbians, bisexuals 

- as well as reality-acknowledging straights 

- should stand united. 

The only thing “wrong, dangerous and 
unnatural” is the sick bigotry of people like 
Coren. Without exception, the “legion of 
painful issues with which” transsexuals deal, 
emanate from living in the vise-grips of the 
crypto-religionist bigotry which breeds 


people like Coren. 

Just as people die as a result of the type 
of backward legal thinking that permeated 
the Littleton decision, people die because of 
the hate-validation conferred on the most 
wretched elements of society by the Corens 
of the world. Shit - similar lies probably in¬ 
fluenced the Litdeton decision (although, to 
be fair, Chief Justice Hardberger actually did 
acknowledge that transsexuality is real.) 
The Toronto Sun should be ashamed for 
aiding and abetting future hate crimes - via 
both violence and court decisions - against 
transgendered people. 

Coren’s loudest whine regarded the pos¬ 
sibility of public funding of gender reas¬ 
signment surgery. 

A megadose of reality is nec¬ 
essary here: A thousand trillion 
dollars of public money spent 
per day, every day for a thou¬ 
sand years, on treatment of 
gender dysphoria in peo¬ 
ple who are trying to be 
productive citizens in 
spite of a very real physio¬ 
logical condition is an infinitely more effi¬ 
cient use of money than even a one-time 
expenditure - public or private - of but a 
single penny to treat lung cancer in people 
who have spent 30-plus years smoking, or 
to treat broken necks and truly-damaged 
brains of mangled athletes who wasted their 
bodies on attempts to do things that the 
human body was unquestionably not 
meant to do, such as race-car driving, ski- 
jumping and boxing, to name but a few. 

Perhaps someone from Canada can help 
me on this. Does the public health care system 
there pay for reparative therapy for bigots? 

If not, it should. Michael Coren is in dire 
need of it. ▼

maximal and additional penalty nearly pointless. But 
that is to ignore the vast majority of crimes below the 
capital threshold where bias crime laws have their 
greater application and effectiveness. In fact, proper¬ 
ty crimes occur as often as armed assault, but oppo¬ 
nents to hate crimes laws would have us believe that 
“Kill all Jews” spray-painted on a synagogue wall has 
no more repercussions than “Class of ’99” spray- 
painted on a garage, that the former involves nothing 
more than the same cosmetic damage of paint on 
brick as the latter. 

But the biggest flaw in Mr. Roehr’s presumptions 
is in assuming that all bias crimes receive the same 
commitment and attention that his isolated examples 
did. In fact, a significant percentage of bias crimes are 
ignored by local law enforcement, and in many cases, 
the victims are further victimized by the police to 
which they report the incident. The National Coali¬ 
tion of Anti-Violence Projects reports that in 1998, 
12 percent of bias-motivated violence against the 
GLBT community was actually perpetrated by law 
enforcement officers. t 

The Federal Hate Crimes Act was written in part 
to specifically address the deliberate apathy and/or 
outright hostility of local agencies toward the victims 
of bias crime. Passage of the act may not have made a 
difference in his selective examples, but those exam¬ 
ples unfortunately tend to be the exception rather 
than the rule. 

I can forgive Mr. Roehr, however, con- 
11 sidering his quoted sources - none of 
which included anyone remotely con¬ 
nected to researching bias crime violence, 
monitoring bias crime incidents, or pro¬ 
viding direct services and aid to victims. 
His sources have plenty of expertise in 
politics, but none regarding the actual 
issues at hand, and his citing Bill Dobbs 
is all the more amusing considering he has precious 
little expertise in either - anyone who claims with a 
straight face that freedom from criminal violence is 
“not a civil rights issue” should be laughed out of the

HIV and depression 

Several weeks ago I read an article in one of our 
major daily newspapers about a man who jumped off 
the Golden Gate Bridge. A tourist reported that just 
before the man jumped he said, “I can’t live with this 
disease anymore.” Over the years, I have heard that 
particular comment made many more times than I 
care to count by gay men with AIDS. Whether or not 
this man’s disease was AIDS, he clearly suffered from 
another disease, acute depression. 

The story affected me so much because I felt a 
solid connection to him. I am HIV-positive and have 
lived with depression for most of my life. It became 
acute when I tested positive almost 15 years ago. With 
therapy, medication, and good physical health, I am 
able to function well. However, depression can be 
every bit as debilitating as HIV and nearly as deadly. 

Therefore, I was dismayed to see another National 
Depression Screening Day pass without mention in 
your fine publication. On this day many clinics and hos¬ 
pitals around the country conduct free screening for de¬ 
pression and help people get the treatment they need 
and deserve. I wonder how many HIV-positive gay men 
would have been helped had they read such an article. 

Depression is so very common in the gay com¬ 
munity but especially among gay men who are HIV¬ 
positive. It is a tragedy that there is virtually no out¬ 
reach to raise awareness. For instance, studies have 
shown that the mix of HIV and depression can lead to 
earlier onset of illness and death by further weaken¬ 
ing the immune system. People who have depression 
also suffer from low self-esteem and are more likely to 
engage in riskier behavior including alcohol or drug 
abuse and unsafe sex. 

Our AIDS organizations and Department of Pub¬ 
lic Health should have an ongoing program of screen¬ 
ing for depression administered along with their ef¬ 
forts to diagnosis and treat HIV. Yet, to my knowl¬ 
edge, no such combined effort is made. Let’s hope this 
critical lapse in services to the HIV-positive queer 
community is addressed soon before any more of us 
are tempted by depression to make that trip out to the 
bridge.

In 1987,1 became a volunteer at the ARIS Project 
in San Jose. And in February 1988,1 took the Shanti 
model volunteer training. In the middle of the train¬ 
ing I went to get my results of my HIV test; I was pos¬ 
itive. I went in and told them that I had just found 
out that I was positive. I cried and they cried with me. 
The staff and volunteers gave me the support, com¬ 
passion, but most of all they were there for me. 

I’m glad that I was taking the volunteer training 
because it changed my life, the training taught me to 
take care of myself and to take care of others. 

When I had my surgery in 1974, the straights did¬ 
n’t understand because I wasn’t one of them, and the 
gay community didn’t accept me because I wasn’t gay 
anymore. I was an outcast again, but I wasn’t going to 
give up. I became a volunteer because I wanted and 
needed to be needed. I turned around and took care 
of people without prejudice. And I did a good job at 
it. I treated people the way I would like to be treated. 
And, I wanted to make sure that there was a volun¬ 
teer for me just in case I started to get sick. 

The volunteer training has made a huge difference 
in my life. I think my life would have been totally dif¬ 
ferent if I hadn’t taken the training. Emotional sup¬ 
port is very inexpensive. You can give it freely and it 
is a lifetime reward. Emotional support is very im¬ 
portant to a person who is sick with HIV, AIDS, can¬ 
cer, or any other disease. Whatever hours you can vol¬ 
unteer, you can make a difference in someone’s life 
and the rewards are many. 

Being Mexican-American and dark-skinned, grow¬ 
ing up thinking I was gay and then finding out that I 
was transgender, and now I am HIV-positive: three 
strikes and you’re out. A lot of times I really wanted to 
give up, but I know that my stay here is not over. 

I want to thank Shanti for giving me this five min¬ 
utes of fame and for giving me the dignity, recogni¬ 
tion, and the respect that I have earned. I want to 
thank Charlie Garfield, the founder of Shanti, for 
truly changing my life. 

To all who have given me the courage to go on, for 
pushing me, for listening to my problems no matter 
how bizarre they were, thank you. To Dee Dee Yube- 
ta for being my friend for almost 40 years, and 
Eleanor Thompson manager of TNDC, where I live, 
for putting up with all the party fundraisers and all 
the sidewalk sales that I held outside our building, 
thank you. 

And most of all to the 200 of my friends that have 
died of AIDS, rest in peace. The last two years have 
been the most positive and rewarding of my life. 

I would also like to thank Project Open Hand for 
giving the food I needed to stay alive, and the AIDS 
Emergency Fund for helping with emergency funds 
when I needed them. I would also like to thank Pets 
are Wonderful Support for its help when my “kids” 
Sammy and Shadow needed it; my kids have given me 
unconditional love and support.

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Ammiano’s stunning 
finish shocks everyone

N ever mind how Supervisor 
Tom Ammiano happened 
to pull off one of the most 
stunning election campaigns seen 
anywhere. Some say it was Cali¬ 
fornia’s version of the Jesse Ven¬ 
tura campaign for governor of 
Minnesota, a “none of the above” 
vote of you will, others say it was 
a “sneak attack” allowing the pop¬ 
ular - if somewhat controversial - 
supervisor to avoid scrutiny dur¬ 
ing the campaign. Still others say 
it was well planned and not truly 
a last-minute decision of Ammi¬ 
ano’s, and that he made the deci¬ 
sion because he worried about 
propositions on the ballot that he 
championed, as Ammiano him¬ 
self stated. However he did it, the 
last-minute write-in campaign 
that Ammiano and his supporters 
pulled off last week was nothing 
short of brilliant. 

Now, however, he will have to 
get into the real fight; Ammiano 
no longer has the convenience of 
playing it safe by avoiding the big 
battle. Ammiano is nothing if not 
smart, but the big question 
now is how does he han¬ 
dle the really big league 
campaign. He has won 
the battle, now can he 
win the war? 

Facing Mayor 
Willie Brown, the 
master of all political 
campaigns, is 
not going to be 
a picnic, and 
likely, no one 
knows that better than Ammiano. 
Ammiano has led a charmed life 
with San Franciscans and with the 
press, “underdogs” always get the 
treatment, but that all changes 
now. He will likely have to drop 
the campy “Walk a mile in my 
pumps” jokes and try to figure out 
a way to keep the self-promoting 
Sisters of Perpetual Indulgence 
from hogging the cameras every 
place he appears if he truly wants 
to win in areas of the city he needs 
in order to have a chance of car¬ 
rying the day against Brown. 

Don’t for a minute count him 
out. I’ve known Ammiano for 
years and have a lot of respect for 
him; only three weeks ago I wrote 
that he reminds me very much of 
the late Harvey Milk, whom I 
knew well. 

Last Thursday, as Ammiano’s 
late surge of votes propelled him 
into next month’s runoff, a re¬ 
porter called me to talk about the 
upcoming Brown-Ammiano race 
in general and to “talk about Tom 
Ammiano.” I told her that in the 
past I have always supported Am¬ 
miano both with my vote and with 
campaign contributions (though 
I’m clearly a Brown supporter this 
time) and if she was looking for 
someone to trash Ammiano she 
had called the wrong person. 

The Brown-Ammiano contest 
clearly presents a problem for the 
city’s gay and lesbian voters. While 
even most of Ammiano’s support¬ 
ers last week came from members 
of our community who freely 
admit that Brown has been one of 
our best friends and the most pro¬ 
gay big-city mayor in the country, 
the mayor also received a lot of 
support from this community. 
Nearly every elected and appoint¬ 
ed gay and lesbian leader support¬ 
ed Brown and are expected to do 
so next month as well. Few who 


are familiar with Brown’s career- 
long staunch support of the gay 
and lesbian community will likely 
turn their backs on him on De¬ 
cember 14 and vote for Ammiano 
only because he is openly gay. 

Still, there are those in the 
community who will find it diffi¬ 
cult to pass on a chance to finally 
elect an openly gay mayor in a 
major American city. As one well- 
known gay activist who stopped 
me on Castro Street last 
Saturday put it: “If not 
in San Francisco, 
Wayne, then where?” 
Others, like political 
consultant and long¬ 
time gay activist 
Robert Barnes, worry 
about the message Am¬ 
miano’s candi¬ 
dacy sends. 
“Our commu¬ 
nity has a deep 
commitment to building coali¬ 
tions with progressive forces and 
people of color; here we have an 
African American mayor who has 
even presided over gay weddings 
at City Hall, the most pro-gay 
mayor in America who has always 
been there for us. What kind of a 
signal does it send when our com¬ 
munity has someone this gay- 
friendly in office and just dumps 
him for another simply because 
that person is gay?” Barnes asked. 

The race between now and De¬ 
cember 14 is going to be very in¬ 
teresting.

You think the runoff contest 
between District Attorney Ter¬ 
ence Hallinan and former prose¬ 
cutor Bill Fazio won’t get nasty? 
Here’s an indication of things to 
come. A throwaway sheet, the 
Argonaut, a publication that man¬ 
ages to surface from time to time, 
usually around Election Day, hit 
the streets just before the Novem¬ 
ber 2 vote, touting support for 
Hallinan. It featured a photo of 
Dan White, the murderer of Milk 
and Mayor George Moscone, su¬ 
perimposed with a photo of 
Fazio. One side of the man’s head 
featured White’s photo, and the 
other side of the head was a photo 
of Fazio, both attached to the 
same body. I thought I’d seen it all 
in sleazy hit pieces, but this one 
has to be an all-time low. I knew 
White (he was a vicious, cold¬ 
blooded homophobic killer) and 
I know Fazio. To Suggest that 
there’s any resemblance of the two 
is disgusting, insulting, and possi¬ 
bly libelous. The Argonaut’s pro- 
Hallinan hit piece is a new low, 
even in the rough and tumble 
world of San Francisco politics, 
and if Hallinan has any honor at 
all he will tell his supporters to 


put a stop to it. 

Milk, Brown, Senator Dianne 
Feinstein, and the late Represen¬ 
tative Phil Burton were the San 
Franciscans who made the list of 
the 30 most important people of 
the 20th century in California 
politics compiled by the respect¬ 
ed California Journal. 

Sacramento Mayor Joe Serna 
Jr. died Sunday, November 7, of 
kidney cancer and complications 
from diabetes. He was 60. Serna 
was a longtime friend of the com¬ 
munity and taught for many years 
at California State University, 
Sacramento. A special election 
will be held to determine his suc¬ 
cessor as Serna died with more 
than a year left on his term. 

Presidential politics 101: 
George W. Bush, the leading 
GOP presidential contender, 
flunked a pop quiz on foreign 
heads of state last week when he 
couldn’t even name the prime 
minister of India, among several 
other world leaders. One of the 
most persistent criticisms of the 
Texas governor is that he is not 
knowledgeable enough about for¬ 
eign policy to lead the nation and 
he only fueled the charge by his ig¬ 
norance of national leaders’ 
names. Bush had previously re¬ 
ferred to Greeks as Grecians, and 
East Timorese as East Timorians. 

In national election contests 
last week Democrats gained a 
governorship (Mississippi), 
picked up two mayoralty posts 
previously held by the Republi¬ 
cans (Indianapolis and Colum¬ 
bus, Ohio), and held on to the top 
City Hall job in Philadelphia. Re¬ 
publicans gained control of the 
entire Virginia state government 
for the first time in history. Else¬ 
where, Maine voters endorsed the 
use of medical marijuana, joining 
California, Alaska, Oregon, Ari¬ 
zona, and Washington) and a ref¬ 
erendum in Maine to ban abor¬ 
tions went down to defeat by 10 
percentage points. 

In North Carolina last Tuesday, 
Gloria Faley became the first 
openly lesbian candidate to be 
elected to any seat in that state 
when she won a seat on the Chapel 
Hill-Carrboro School Board. 

Closer to home, in Solano 
County, the city of Vallejo elected its 
first-ever openly gay councilmem- 
ber, attorney Gary Cloutier. 

Finally, when is this city going 
to do something about its sorry 
Department of Elections and its 
embarrassing vote-counting 
process? Every election, there are 
excuses upon excuses, but they are 
still never ready for the next elec¬ 
tion. Whoever the next mayor is, 
he should make cleaning up the 
mess at the Department of Elec¬ 
tions a top priority. ▼

versity, an all-black school, Jor¬ 
dan went north and got her law 
degree from Boston University. 
When she returned to Texas in 
1959 and passed the bar exam, 
she was only the third African 
American woman to be licensed 
to practice law in that state. 

Jordan’s first clients came 
from her family’s church, where 
her father encouraged her to pass 
out business cards. Wills and di¬ 
vorces for church members 
became the staple of her 
law practice, which she 
ran from her parents’ din¬ 
ing room. But the routine 
soon bored her, and she 
turned to the local Democra¬ 
tic Party for more excite¬ 
ment. 

Her first taste of 
politics came when 
she volunteered for 
the Kennedy-Johnson campaign 
in 1960. Though she started out 
by stuffing envelopes, Jordan was 
tapped to fill in at the last minute 
for a speaker who became ill. “I 
was startled with the impact 1 had 
on people,” Jordan recalled of her 
first campaign speech, delivered 
in a church. “Those people were 
just as turned on and excited as if 
some of the head candidates had 
been there to talk about the is¬ 
sues.” Recognizing her talents, 
local party leaders promptly 
placed her on the speaking cir¬ 
cuit, where she came to the atten¬ 
tion of many prominent Texas 
Democrats. 

Jordan caught the political 
bug and decided to run for office 
herself two years later. She lost 
her bid for the Texas House of 
Representatives, then ran again in 
1964 and was defeated a second 
time. During that campaign, 
some of Jordan’s advisers warned

her about a potentially career¬ 
damaging predicament: She had 
gone on the stump with a close 
female “companion.” Jordan will¬ 
ingly became more discreet, and 
her relationship with the woman 
ended soon after. In 1966, Jor¬ 
dan’s run for a seat in the state 
Senate was successful, making her 
the first black woman ever to sit 
in that body. 

Ironically, at the same time 
that she was learning to hide 
her lesbianism for career 
purposes, Jordan formed 
the most lasting relation¬ 
ship of her life. In the late 
1960s, she accepted an 
invitation to go camping 
with female friends and on 
that trip met Nancy 
Earl, a white woman 
who worked as an 
educational psychol¬ 
ogist. For almost 30 years, Earl 
was Jordan’s closest companion 
and occasional speechwriter. But 
because of her political ambi¬ 
tions, Jordan always masked their 
relationship as a friendship, even 
after the two women bought five 
acres of land together near Austin 
and custom-built a house there, 
where they entertained like any 
married couple would. 

In 1972, Jordan achieved one 
of her greatest ambitions when 
she won a seat in the U.S. House 
of Representatives and became 
the South’s first black congress- 
woman. Jordan’s powerful speak¬ 
ing style attracted national atten¬ 
tion during the televised Water¬ 
gate hearings of the House Judi¬ 
ciary Committee, which was 
bringing articles of impeachment 
against President Richard Nixon. 
“My faith in the Constitution is 
whole, it is complete, it is total,” 
Jordan eloquently told the com¬ 
mittee and the American public. 
“I am not going to ... be an idle 
spectator to the diminution, the 
subversion, the destruction of the 
Constitution.” 

By 1976, Jordan was so highly 
regarded that her name made the 
short list of possible running 
mates for Democratic presiden¬ 
tial nominee Jimmy Carter. That 
year, she hit her political peak 
when she became the first black 
woman to deliver a keynote ad¬ 
dress at the Democratic National 
Convention.

November 7, 1972 (27 years ago 
this week): Barbara Jordan, a 
Texas state senator, is elected to 
a seat in the U.S. House of Rep¬ 
resentatives. 

( n her brief political career, 
Barbara Jordan repeatedly 
made history as an African 
American woman. After her 
death in 1996, she made history 
one last time - not for her race or 
gender, but because her long¬ 
term relationship with a woman 
became public knowledge. 

Jordan was born in Houston’s 
Fifth Ward, a segregated neigh¬ 
borhood, in 1936. Her family was 
actively involved in the local Bap¬ 
tist church, and when Jordan was 
a teenager, her father took up 
preaching. Jordan seemed to in¬ 
herit her father’s skill at public 
speaking. A tall, stout girl who 
was not traditionally “feminine” 
in appearance, Jordan learned 
early on to use her deep, rich 
voice to her advantage, making a 
name for herself in high school 
oratory competitions. 

In the early 1950s, one of the 
nation’s few African American fe¬ 
male lawyers, Edith Spurlock 
Sampson, spoke at Jordan’s high 
school and inspired the young 
woman to become a lawyer - a 
difficult career path at that time, 
when only one law school in 
Texas admitted blacks. But Jor¬ 
dan’s father encouraged her and 
helped finance her education.

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Bodfish may have invited own death

W as transgender murder 
victim Emmon Bodfish 
so depressed that he so¬ 
licited his own killing? Police ap¬ 
pear to be focusing on that ques¬ 
tion as the investigation into his 
beating death enters its fifth 
month. 

Last Thursday, November 4, 
Orinda police along with crimi¬ 
nologists and Contra Costa 
County homicide detectives met 
for two hours to discuss the case. 
“We’re looking at some informa¬ 
tion that shows that Emmon 
Bodfish was very depressed to the 
point of having suicidal tenden¬ 
cies,” said homicide detective 
Mark Hale. “She felt that it was 
her time to leave this world. She 
talked about the pain in her life 
as being terminal in nature,” 
added Hale who uses feminine 
pronouns when referring to Bod¬ 
fish. Hale reiterated that al¬ 
though Bodfish believed he was 
suffering from a variety of phys¬ 
ical ailments there was no evi¬ 
dence that Bodfish had any med¬ 
ical problems. 

Hale told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that investigators are seri-

ously considering the possibility 
Bodfish may have invited his 
own murder. “It [the investiga¬ 
tion] points to that direction. It’s 
a very real possibility. But there’s 
not enough to hang our hat on.” 

Hale said that although inves¬ 
tigators have not eliminated Bod- 
fish’s son, Max Wills, as a possi¬ 
ble suspect, he doubts Wills 
killed Bodfish. Wills, 33, commit¬ 
ted suicide in Santa Monica 
hours after being told that his 
mother was dead. Wills had been 
vacationing in Southern Califor¬ 
nia when his mother was killed 
but detectives say they may never 
be able to account for all his time 


there. 

Hale speculated that if Wills 
were involved in Bodfish’s mur¬ 
der at all, it may have been that 
he knew of a plan to kill Bodfish 
and purposely planned to be 
away when it happened. 

The speculation that Bodfish 
invited his own murder begs the 
question of who could have done 
it and why. Police say they have 
no answers and are still open to 
all possibilities to explain Bod¬ 
fish’s mysterious murder. 

Although investigators aren’t 
revealing specifics of Bodfish’s 
diary writings, some of Bodfish’s 
friends say detectives told them 


that Bodfish had fantasized in his 
journal about wanting the “blue 
demons” beaten out of his head. 
Bodfish, 56, died as the result of 
being beaten in the head with a 
blunt object. 

Hale said investigators have 
not yet reached an impasse in the 
investigation. He added that in¬ 
vestigative resources have been 
diverted to other cases but that 
he hoped detectives will be able 
to spend more time on the Bod¬ 
fish case in coming weeks. 

As the B.A.R. first reported 
last week, police unearthed a safe 
containing $57,000 in gold and 
precious coins in Bodfish’s home 


on October 27. Hale said investi¬ 
gators examined the safe and its 
contents very carefully but had 
not gleaned any evidence from it 
that helped investigators advance 
the investigation. 

The safe was first spotted by 
Bodfish’s attorney and executor, 
Garrett Riegg, through an uncov¬ 
ered opening in Bodfish’s closet 
floor. Hale said investigators be¬ 
lieve Bodfish originally had used 
boxes or clothing to cover the 
opening. Riegg told the B.A.R. 
one of Bodfish’s former care¬ 
givers may have uncovered the 
opening when she was cleaning 
out the closet. T

ear Tom, 

It’s perfect. In the same 
week that GOP presidential 
hopeful Steve Forbes told voters 
in New Hampshire that he would 
not hire a gay person who wanted 
to “make a political statement 
about a lifestyle,” you, Tom, put 
together a little a grassroots write- 
in campaign to remind America 
that not only is our lifestyle here 
to stay, but so too are our political 
statements. 

Speaking of grassroots, how is 
my pooper scooper law these 
days? 

I bet not everyone is as happy 
about your success as I am. Do 
you remember how my political 
friends responded when I threw 
my hat into the ring against Art 
Agnos in that race for the vacant 
state Assembly seat in 1976? 

After making me the first 
openly gay commissioner by ap¬ 
pointing me to the Board of Per¬ 
mit Appeals, Mayor Moscone 
then unappointed me for chal¬ 
lenging their anointed candidate. 

They all thought I hadn’t paid 
my proper party dues. Jim Foster, 
who spoke for gay rights at the 
1972 Democratic Convention, 
once likened the party to the 
church, “You know, Harvey, we’re 
like the Catholic Church - we take 
converts, but we don’t make them 
pope the same day.” 

Well, Tom, the rainbow smoke 
may yet rise from the chimney on 
your behalf. 

My efforts in that race were 


not just about getting me elected. 
No, I said at the time “This is to 
show that in a democracy the 
people should decide who their 
leaders are, not a bunch of old- 
boy politicians in a back room.” 

Agnos outspent me by more 
than two to one. The postage on 
his direct mail campaign cost 
more than my entire campaign. 

How often do I have to say it? 
“You’re not given power; you have 
to take it.” 

I challenged their 
status quo. “They want 
us to be happy little gays 
who vote for the people 
they want us to vote for,” 
but I had my day as “the 
number-one queen in 
town.” That spot is yours 
now, Tom. 

“I’ll tell you 
why I can’t stand 
Harvey Milk,” said 
David Goodstein, the editor of the 
Advocate. “He’s goddamned crazy, 
that’s why. He can’t be trusted.” 

The headlines read “Harvey 
Milk vs. The Machine.” That 
seemed to be a common theme 
throughout my political career. 
They all saw me as a wild card. 
They feared I’d be a laughing 
stock, that I’d embarrass them. 
Some felt that I was too idealistic, 
too queeny. 

But there you are, second only 
to the iifcumbent, your name 
writtenln on thousands of bal¬ 
lots. No one knows how to predict 
your moves. You remain the co¬ 
median enough so that nobody 
ever knows what you’ll say next. 
They may think you a class clown, 


but you’re a class act sporting a 
tiara to your own swearing in. 

So, Tom, are you feeling a bit of 
a David to the Democratic Go¬ 
liath these days? 

Keep pounding the pavement, 
Tom. Win over one voter at a 
time. Show your political oppo¬ 
nents that'“they can’t take us for 
granted, that we’re always going to 
have something to say. Maybe not 
this time. But remember that 
every election we get 
closer. And you’ve got to 
keep working, getting 
people to vote, because 
if you do there’s no way 
they can stop you.” 

Of course, it’s a dif¬ 
ferent town in so many 
ways. In the early days 
of Castro Camera, 
the Castro store¬ 
fronts had some 
of the cheapest 
rents in the city. At first, we were 
unwelcome by many established 
businesses, so we flexed our eco¬ 
nomic power with our “gay buy 
gay” campaign. 

Eventually, as our mecca took 
shape, the rents rose so beyond 
belief that many residents and 
merchants got priced out of the 
neighborhood. It was a time a 
skyrocketing real estate. I got my¬ 
self in trouble for referring to 
landlords as “bloodsuckers.” Now 
I hear that there are skyrocketing 
ATM fees too! 

You were a teacher in those 
days, Tom. That was the career 
that I had hoped to pursue, but 
my dishonorable discharge from 
the Navy put teaching off-limits 


to me. I know how much you care 
about education, Tom, and all 
across America today schools are 
banning books with gay themes 
or characters. Just last month a 
school dismantled a display that 
two teachers designed for Gay and 
Lesbian History Month. 

If we can’t have a couple of 
books and articles, a rainbow flag, 
and a bumper sticker on display 
in a public school, then we ab¬ 
solutely need to get ourselves into 
the mainstream media. Tom, if 
you wind up on the cover of Time 
or Newsweek , if reporters sensa¬ 
tionalize this mayoral race, it will 
be a disservice to your career as a 
politician and visionary, but know 
that it will still serve an important 
function. 

Though kids in San Francisco 
may already know of openly gay 
and lesbian politicians, there are 
still kids in places like Altoona, 
Pennsylvania. The world still 
needs to see gay men and les¬ 
bians in positions of power and 
respect. We still have to be twice 
as good as others to be seen as 
people of achievement, intelli¬ 
gence, and imagination. It re¬ 
mains a leap for many Americans 
to see us as civic leaders, to rec¬ 
ognize us as heroes. 

Remember the sign in my 
shop? That quote from Victor 
Hugo? “All the forces in the world 
are not so powerful as an idea 
whose time has come.” 

The idea of a gay vote was still 
just a theory back then. But that 
idea materialized on Election Day 
in 1977 for me. And no matter

As some members of the community may be aware, a small minority of scientists continues to question the widely held belief that a 
retrovirus, HIV, is the cause of AIDS. Indeed, a review of the scientific literature on AIDS reveals that informed opinion on HIV varies 
widely. To date, researchers have proposed four competing views of HIV: 

* The "deadly virus'" theory of HIV . Since the discovery of HIV was announced in 1984, numerous researchers have argued that HIV 
is sufficient to cause AIDS and that virtually all HIV-infected individuals will develop the disease and die prematurely. When it 
became apparent that many people who tested positive remained healthy indefinitely, theorists proposed that the course of HIV 
infection involved a protracted, symptom-free "latency period" prior to the onset of AIDS. 

* The "not-so-deadlv virus" theory of HIV . Guided by the belief that AIDS is not an inevitable consequence of HIV infection, other 
researchers have proposed a revised view of HIV. While accepting the likelihood (or at least the strong possibility) that HIV plays a 
causal role in AIDS, they argue that other factors also play a significant and perhaps even necessary role in the development of the 
disease. 

* The "harmless virus" theory of HIV . Some researchers disagree with both of these views, arguing that HIV is an innocuous retrovirus 
that plays no role in AIDS. This view holds that researchers have never demonstrated that HIV can harm human cells and, 
furthermore, that researchers have failed to demonstrate significant levels of active virus in HIV-positive individuals, even those 
suffering from AIDS. 

* The view that HIV is a dubious virus . A final group of researchers remains skeptical of all three of these theories of HIV, arguing 
that the virus has never been properly isolated and thus proven to exist. These skeptics argue that HIV scientists have consistently 
neglected to obtain the minimum standard of evidence that is required in order to definitively demonstrate the existence of a new 
retrovirus. 

Rarely have scientists differed so dramatically in their conclusions on matters of such consequence as HIV and AIDS. This 
disagreement among the experts poses quite a challenge for the conscientious layman who looks to them for advice in order to make 
well-informed health choices. Figuring out who to believe is no easy task. 

Kurt will attempt to shed some cool, rational light on this often heated debate. In his discussion, he will provide an accessible, thoughtful 
analysis of mainstream and dissident views of HIV and AIDS. His goals are to introduce listeners to important scientific issues in the 
field of AIDS that remain largely unexamined in the mainstream media and to encourage principled, community-wide discussion of 
these important issues. Kurt Van Quill graduated from Harvard College in 1994, where he obtained a B.A. in Literature and completed 
premedical studies. He has been a keen observer of AIDS dissident science in recent years and is currently at work on a book 
examining the views of mainstream and dissident AIDS researchers. He has lived in San Francisco since 1995.

T he convicted killer of gay 
Wyoming college student 
Matthew Shepard last Thurs¬ 
day, November 4 began serving two 
consecutive life terms in a deal ap¬ 
proved by Shepard’s parents. 

Aaron James McKinney, 22, 
was convicted by a Laramie, 
Wyoming jury last Wednesday, 
November 3, in the savage pistol¬ 
whipping death of Shepard, who 
was tied to a wooden fence just 
outside Laramie and left to die. 
McKinney had faced a possible 
death sentence. 

Dennis Shepard, Matthew’s fa¬ 
ther, told reporters outside the Al¬ 
bany County Courthouse: “More 
than a year ago our son, Matthew, 
was murdered because he was gay. 


He was a victim of a brutal crime 
motivated by hatred. The out¬ 
come of the trial will never bring 
Matthew back to us, but we be¬ 
lieve justice was served today.” 

In the courtroom McKinney 
told Shepard’s loved ones that he 
was “truly sorry,” and that he is 
ashamed of what he did. 

Jurors acquitted McKinney of 
premeditated murder but re¬ 
turned guilty verdicts for first-de¬ 
gree murder during a robbery and 
first-degree murder while com¬ 
mitting a kidnapping. 

The back-to-back life sentences 
are the same punishment dealt his 
partner, Russell Henderson, who 
entered a guilty plea earlier this 
year to avoid the death penalty. 

The duo was charged with first- 
degree murder, kidnapping and ag¬ 
gravated robbery in the October 6, 


1998, beating of Shepard, who died 
at a Fort Collins, Colorado, hospi¬ 
tal several days after the attack. 

The slaying triggered renewed 
calls for hate crimes legislation, an 
issue embraced by Dennis Shep¬ 
ard and his wife, Judy. “The Hate 
Crimes Prevention Act is current¬ 
ly before Congress and could be¬ 
come law if some of our nation’s 
leaders would just see the wisdom 
of this common-sense legisla¬ 
tion,” Shepard said. 

In a related matter, Kristen 
Price, McKinney’s former girl¬ 
friend, pleaded guilty Monday, No¬ 
vember 8, to a misdemeanor charge 
of interfering with a police officer. 
District Judge Jeffrey Donnell sen¬ 
tenced Price to 180 days in jail; she 
received 120 days of credit for time 
already served, and the remaining 
60 days were suspended. T

Please read this information before you start taking SUSTIVA. Read it again each time you refill your 
prescription, in case there is any new information. Don’t treat this leaflet as your only source of information 
about SUSTIVA. Always discuss SUSTIVA with your doctor when you start taking your medicine and 
at every visit. You should remain under a doctor’s care when using SUSTIVA. You should not change 
or stop treatment without first talking to your doctor. 

What is SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA is a medicine used to help treat HIV, the virus that causes AIDS (acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome). SUSTIVA is a type of HIV drug called a “non-nucleoside reverse transcriptase 
inhibitor" (NNRTI). 

How does SUSTIVA work? 

SUSTIVA works by lowering the amount of HIV in the blood (called "viral load"). SUSTIVA must 
be taken with other anti-HIV medicines. When taken with other anti-HIV medicines, SUSTIVA has been 
shown to reduce viral load and increase the number of CD4 cells (a type of immune cell in blood). 
SUSTIVA may not have these effects in every patient. 

Does SUSTIVA cure HIV or AIDS? 

SUSTIVA is not a cure for HIV or AIDS. People taking SUSTIVA may still develop other infections 
associated with HIV. Because of this, it is very important that you remain under the care of your doctor. 

Does SUSTIVA reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 

SUSTIVA has not been shown to reduce the risk of passing HIV to others. Continue to practice safe 
sex, and do not use or share dirty needles. 

How should I take SUSTIVA? 

• The dose of SUSTIVA for adults is 600 mg (three 200 mg capsules, taken together) once a day 

by mouth. The dose of SUSTIVA for children may be lower (see Can children take SUSTIVA?). 

• Take SUSTIVA at the same time each day. You should take SUSTIVA at bedtime during the first few 
weeks or if you have side effects, such as dizziness or trouble concentrating (see What are the 
possible side effects of SUSTIVA?). 

• Swallow SUSTIVA with water, juice, milk or soda. You may take SUSTIVA with or without meals; 
however, SUSTIVA should not be taken with a high fat meal. 

• Do not miss a dose of SUSTIVA. If you forget to take SUSTIVA, take the missed dose right away. 

If you do miss a dose, do not double the next dose. Carry on with your regular dosing schedule. 

If you need help in planning the best times to take your medicine, ask your doctor or pharmacist. 

• Take the exact amount of SUSTIVA your doctor prescribes. Never change the dose on your own. 

Do not stop this medicine unless your doctor tells you to stop. 

• When your SUSTIVA supply starts to run low, get more from your doctor or pharmacy. This is 
very important because the amount of virus in your blood may increase if the medicine is stopped 
for even a short time. The virus may develop resistance to SUSTIVA and become harder to treat. 

Can children take SUSTIVA? 

Yes, children who are able to swallow capsules can take SUSTIVA. Rash may be a serious problem 
in some children. Tell your child’s doctor right away if you notice rash or any other side effects while 
your child is taking SUSTIVA. The dose of SUSTIVA for children may be lower than the dose for adults. 
Capsules containing lower doses of SUSTIVA are available. Your child’s doctor will determine the right 
dose based on your child’s weight. 

Who should not take SUSTIVA? 

Do not take SUSTIVA if you are allergic to SUSTIVA or any of its ingredients. 


What other medical problems or conditions should I discuss with my doctor? 

Talk to your doctor right away if you: 

• Are pregnant or want to become pregnant 

• Are breast-feeding 

• Have problems with your liver, or have had hepatitis 

• Start or change any medicine 

• Have side effects while taking SUSTIVA (efavirenz) 

• Have a history of mental illness, substance or alcohol abuse 

What are the possible side effects of SUSTIVA? 

Many patients have dizziness, trouble sleeping, drowsiness, trouble concentrating, and/or unusual 
dreams a few hours after starting treatment with SUSTIVA. These feelings may be less noticeable if 
you take SUSTIVA at bedtime. They also tend to go away after you’ve taken the medicine for a few 
weeks. Rarely, patients have more serious side effects that may affect mood or ability to think clearly. 
These side effects occur more often in patients with a history of mental illness or substance abuse. 

Tell your doctor promptly if any of these side effects continue or if they bother you. There is the possibility 
that these symptoms may be more severe if SUSTIVA is used with alcohol or mood altering (street) 
drugs. You should avoid driving or operating machinery if you are having these side effects. 

One of the most common side effects is rash. These rashes usually go away without any change 
in treatment. In a small number of patients, rash may be serious. If you develop a rash, call your 
doctor promptly. 

Other common side effects include tiredness, upset stomach, vomiting, and diarrhea. However, 
this is not a complete list of side effects reported with SUSTIVA when taken with other anti-HIV drugs. 

Do not rely on this leaflet alone for information about side effects. Your doctor can discuss a more 
complete list of side effects with you. 

Please contact your doctor immediately before stopping SUSTIVA because of side effects. Tell your 
doctor or other healthcare provider if you notice any side effects while taking SUSTIVA. 

What about birth control, pregnancy, or breast-feeding? 

Women should not become pregnant while taking SUSTIVA. Birth defects have been seen in animals 
treated with SUSTIVA. It is not known whether this could happen in humans. You should use a condom 
or diaphragm in addition to other methods of birth control while taking SUSTIVA. Inform your doctor 
immediately if you are pregnant. If you want to become pregnant, talk to your doctor. Do not take SUSTIVA 
if you are breast-feeding. Talk to your doctor if you are breast-feeding your baby. 

Can I take other medicines with SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA may change the effect of other medicines (including ones for HIV). Your doctor may change 
your medicines or change their doses. For this reason, it is very important to: 

• Let all your doctors and pharmacists know that you take SUSTIVA. 

• Tell your doctors and pharmacists about all medicines you take. This includes those you buy 
over-the-counter and herbal or natural remedies. 

I: • 

Bring all your medicines when you see a doctor, or make a list of their names, how much you take, 
and how often you take them. This will give your doctor a complete picture of the medicines 
you use. Then he or she can decide the best approach for your situation. 

The following medicines may cause serious and life-threatening side effects when taken with 
SUSTIVA. You should not take any of these medicines while taking SUSTIVA:* * 

• Hismanal® (astemizole) 

• Propulsid® (cisapride) 

• Versed® (midazolam) 

• Halci on® (triazolam) 

• Ergot medications (for example, Wigraine® and Cafergot®) 

The following medicines may need to be changed or have their dose changed when taken 
with SUSTIVA:** 

• Crixivan® (indinavir) 

• Fortovase® (saquinavir) 

• Biaxin® (clarithromycin) 

How should I keep SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA is available as 50 mg, 100 mg, and 200 mg capsules. 

Keep SUSTIVA at room temperature (77°F) in the bottle given to you by your pharmacist. 

The temperature can range from 59°-86°F. 

Keep SUSTIVA out of the reach of children. 

How can I learn more about SUSTIVA? 

Talk to your doctor or other healthcare provider if you have questions about either SUSTIVA 
or HIV. For additional information you can visit the SUSTIVA website at http://www.sustiva.com. 

This medicine was prescribed for your particular condition. Do not use 
it for any other condition or give it to anybody else.

Who should NOJ take PROPECIA? 

■ PROPECIA is for the treatment of male pattern hair loss in MEN ONLY and should not be taken by women 
or children. 

■ Anyone allergic to any of the ingredients. 


PROPECIA** is for use by MEN ONLY. 

Please read this information before you start taking PROPECIA. Also, read the information included with PROPECIA each time you 
renew your prescription, just in case anything has changed. Remember, this leaflet does not take the place of careful discussions with 
your doctor. You and your doctor should discuss PROPECIA when you start taking your medication and at regular checkups. 

What is PROPECIA used for? 

PROPECIA is used for the treatment of male pattern hair loss on the vertex and the anterior mid-scalp area. 

PROPECIA is for use by MEN ONLY and should NOT be used by women or children. 

What is male pattern hair loss? 

Male pattern hair loss is a common condition in which men experience thinning of the hair on the scalp. Often, this 
results in a receding hairline and/or balding on the top of the head. These changes typically begin gradually in men 
in their 20s. 

Doctors believe male pattern hair loss is due to heredity and is dependent on hormonal effects. Doctors refer to this 
type of hair loss as androgenetic alopecia. 

Results of ctimcai studies: 

For 12 months, doctors studied over 1800 men aged 18 to 41 with mild to moderate amounts of ongoing hair loss. A 
II men, whether receiving PROPECIA or placebo (a pill containing no medication) were given a medicated shampoo 
(Neutrogena T/Gel®*** Shampoo). Of these men, approximately 1200 with hair loss at the top of the head were studied 
for an additional 12 months. In general, men who took PROPECIA maintained or increased the number of visible scalp 
hairs and noticed improvement in their hair in the first year, with the effect maintained in the second year.

Men taking PROPECIA noted a slowing of hair loss during two years of use. Although results will vary, generally 
you will not be able to grow back all of the hair you have lost There is not sufficient evidence that PROPECIA works 
in the treatment of receding hairline in the temporal area on both sides of the head. 

Male pattern hair loss occurs gradually over time. On average, healthy hair grows only about half an inch each month. 
Therefore, it will take time to see any effect. 

You may need to take PROPECIA daily for thfee months or more before you see a benefit from taking PROPECIA. 
PROPECIA can only work over the long term if you continue taking it. If the drug has not worked for you in twelve 
months, further treatment is unlikely to be of benefit. If you stop taking PROPECIA, you will likely lose the hair you have 
gained within 12 months of stopping treatment. You should discuss this with your doctor. 

How should I take PROPECIA? 

Follow your doctor's instructions. 

■ Take one tablet by mouth each day. 

■ You may take PROPECIA with or without food. 

■ If you forget to take PROPECIA, do net take an extra tablet. Just take the next tablet as usual. 

PROPECIA will not work faster or better if you take it more than once a day. 


A warning about PROPECIA and pregnancy. 

■ Women who are or may potentially be pregnant: 

- must not use PROPECIA 

- should not handle crushed or broken tablets of PROPECIA. 

If a woman who is pregnant with a male baby absorbs the active ingredient in PROPECIA either by swallowing 
or through the skin, it may cause abnormalities of a male baby's sex organs. If a woman who is pregnant comes into 
contact with the active ingredient in PROPECIA a doctor should be consulted.

In clinical studies, side effects from PROPECIA were 
uncommon and did not affect most men. A small number of men experienced certain sexual side effects. These men 
reported one or more of the following: less desire for sex; difficulty in achieving an erection; and, a decrease in the amount 
of semen. Each of these side effects occurred in less than 2% of men. These side effects went away in men who stopped 
taking PROPECIA. They also disappeared in most men who continued taking PROPECIA. 

In general use, the following have been reported infrequently: allergic reactions including rash, itching, hives and swelling 
of the lips and face; problems with ejaculation; breast tenderness and enlargement; and testicular pain. 

Tell your doctor promptly about these or any other unusual side effects. 

■ PROPECIA can affect a blood test called PSA (Prostate-Specific Antigen) for the screening of prostate cancer. 

If you have a PSA test done, you should tell your doctor that you are taking PROPECIA. 

Storage and handling. 

Keep PROPECIA in the original container and keep the container closed. Store it in a dry place at room temperature. 

PROPECIA tablets are coated and will prevent contact with the active ingredient during normal handling, provided 
that the tablets are not broken or crushed.

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Demo planned for 
women prisoners’ rights

f hen prison officials at 
Chowchilla’s Central Cali¬ 
fornia Womens Facility 
(CCWF) decided that a prisoner 
with HIV and hepatitis C was ex¬ 
posed to tuberculosis, they 
pumped her full of toxic TB med¬ 
ications without ever testing her for 
the disease, eventually discovering 
that she did not even have TB. The 
woman’s liver failed, and after a 
long period of pain and suffering 
without care, she died last month. 

That is one of many horror sto¬ 
ries that groups like California 
Coalition for Women Prisoners, 
California Prison Focus, Women’s 
Positive Legal Action Network, 
Prison Activist Resource Center, 
Prison Moratorium Project, and 
Out of Control - the lesbian com¬ 
mittee to support women political 
prisoners - are trying to prevent 
from ever happening again. The or¬ 
ganizations are holding a demon¬ 
stration outside of CCWF and Val-

Republicans make up only about 15 
percent of the city’s 450,000 regis¬ 
tered voters. But since Ammiano’s 
surprising second-place finish last 
week, the mayor has begun cam¬ 
paigning in earnest and reaching 
out to groups that ordinarily might 
not support him. 

“I was one of the 18 who did 
[vote to endorse Brown],” Michael 
German, a Republican Central 
Committee member and presi¬ 
dent of the Log Cabin Republicans 
in San Francisco, told the Bay Area 
Reporter. “I wavered over the last 
few days.” 

The openly gay German said 
there are four gay members on the 
Republican Central Committee; 
not all of them voted to endorse 
the mayor. 

“I don’t think Republicans 
have any business endorsing De¬ 
mocrats,” Ted Turrell, another gay 
Republican Central Committee 
member, told the B.A.R. 

German said that two things 
swayed his decision. The first were 
news reports Monday morning of 
Ammiano joining Sister Bernie 
Galvin in her “fast for the so- 
called homeless,” German said. 

“Then I heard Tom was regis¬ 
tering so-called homeless,” German 
said. “He’s just too permissive - not 
progressive - permissive. That’s not 
what this town needs right now.” 

German said the mayor “con¬ 
firmed the impressions I formed” 
during Brown’s 90-minute ques¬ 
tion and answer session with the 
committee. “He made a favorable 
impression.” 

During the meeting, Brown 
noted that it was 28 Republican 
Assembly members who helped 
elect him speaker in 1980. Ques¬ 
tions asked of the mayor showed 
the committee’s pro-business 
stance, but Brown defended his 
spending record, saying vital city 
services have been restored. 

Turrell said that while he voted 
against the central committee en¬ 
dorsing Brown, he will vote for the 
mayor on December 14. “I didn’t 
see him as friendly, I didn’t see 
him as unfriendly. 

“I detest Ammiano,” Turrell 
told the B.A.R. “He’s a fake and a 
phony.” ▼ 


ley State Prison for Women - the 
two largest women’s prisons in the 
world - this Saturday, November 
13, to protest the murder and med¬ 
ical neglect of women in prison. 

Getting access to adequate 
medical treatment is difficult in 
prison; if you have HIV, the 
process is nearly impossible. 
Women at CCWF and Valley State 
who test positive for HIV receive 
no counseling or follow-up care. 
They must stand in long lines to 
receive their medications, and if 
they are too sick to do so, they 
miss their dose for the day. And 
that is just the tip of the iceberg. 

Medical care for prisoners is 
insufficient, to say the least. Even 
those in favor of standard incar¬ 
ceration cringed last week when a 
prison doctor at Valley State told 
Nightline's Ted Koppel that the 
women there enjoyed their multi¬ 
ple pap smears because it was their 
only physical contact with men. 

Saturday’s demonstration will 


make the following demands: an 
end to the sexual abuse of women 
prisoners, adequate treatment for 
women with HIV and hepatitis, 
compassionate release for dying 
prisoners, and decent medical 
care for all women inside. 

There have been 13 confirmed 
deaths in the last year at CCWF, 
five since September. 

“Medical care is a basic human 
right, and just because a woman is 
a prisoner does not make her less 
valuable,” said Suzanne Taviansky, 
a demonstration organizer. “They 
can’t keep killing women and get¬ 
ting away with it.” ▼

INDICATIONS AND USAGE 

Marinol (dronabinol) is indicated for the treatment of: 

1. anorexia associated with weight loss in patients with AIDS; and 

2. nausea and vomiting associated with cancer chemotherapy in patients who have failed to respond adequately 

to conventional antiemetic treatments. 

CONTRAINDICATIONS 

Marinol (dronabinol) is contraindicated in any patient who has a history of hypersensitivity to any cannabinoid 
or sesame oil.

PRECAUTIONS 

General: The risk/benefit ratio of Marinol (dronabinol) use should be carefully evaluated in patients with the fol¬ 
lowing medical conditions because of individual variation in response and tolerance to the effects of Marinol. 

Marinol should be used with caution in patients with cardiac disorders because of occasional hypotension, possible 
hypertension, syncope, or tachycardia (see CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY). 

Marinol should be used with caution in patients with a history of substance abuse, including alcohol abuse or 
dependence, because they may be more prone to abuse Marinol as well. Multiple substance abuse is common 
and marijuana, which contains the same active compound, is a frequently abused substance. 

Marinol should be used with caution and careful psychiatric monitoring in patients with mania, depression, or 
schizophrenia because Marinol may exacerbate these illnesses. 

Marinol should be used with caution in patients receiving concomitant therapy with sedatives, hypnotics or 
other psychoactive drugs because of the potential for additive or synergistic CNS effects. 

Marinol should be used with caution in pregnant patients, nursing mothers, or pediatric patients because it has 
not been studied in these patient populations. 

Marinol should be used with caution for treatment of anorexia and weight loss in elderly patients with AIDS because 
they may be more sensitive to the psychoactive effects and because its use in these patients has not been studied. 

Information for Patients: Patients receiving treatment with Marinol (dronabinol) should be alerted to the 
potential for additive central nervous system depression if Marinol is used concomitantly with alcohol or other 
CNS depressants such as benzodiazepines and barbiturates. 

Patients receiving treatment with Marinol should be specifically warned not to drive, operate machinery, or engage 
in any hazardous activity until it is established that they are able to tolerate the drug and to perform such tasks safely. 

Patients using Marinol should be advised of possible changes in mood and other adverse behavioral effects of 
the drug so as to avoid panic in the event of such manifestations. Patients should remain under the supervision 
of a responsible adult during initial use of Marinol and following dosage adjustments. 

Drug Interactions: In studies involving patients with AIDS and/or cancer, Marinol (dronabinol) has been co-admin- 
istered with a variety of medications (e.g., cytotoxic agents, anti-infective agents, sedatives, or opioid analgesics) 
without resulting in any clinically significant drug/drug interactions. Although no drug/drug interactions were dis¬ 
covered during the clinical trials of Marinol, cannabinoids may interact with other medications through both 
metabolic and pharmacodynamic mechanisms. Dronabinol is highly protein bound to plasma proteins, and therefore, 
might displace other protein-bound drugs. Although this displacement has not been confirmed in vivo, practitioners 
should monitor patients for a change in dosage requirements when administering dronabinol to patients receiving 
other highly protein-bound drugs. Published reports of drug/drug interactions involving cannabinoids are summarized 
in the following table.

The most frequently reported adverse experiences in patients with AIDS during placebo-controlled clinical trials 
involved the CNS and were reported by 33% of patients receiving Marinol. About 25% of patients reported a 
minor CNS adverse event during the first 2 weeks and about 4% reported such an event each week for the next

DRUG ABUSE AND DEPENDENCE 

Marinol (dronabinol) is one of the psychoactive compounds present in cannabis, and is abusable and controlled 
[Schedule III (CHI)] under the Controlled Substances Act. Both psychological and physiological dependence have 
been noted in healthy individuals receiving dronabinol, but addiction is uncommon and has only been seen after 
prolonged high dose administration. 

Chronic abuse of cannabis has been associated with decrements in motivation, cognition, judgement, and 
perception. The etiology of these impairments is unknown, but may be associated with the complex process of 
addiction rather than an isolated effect of the drug. No such decrements in psychological, social or neurological 
status have been associated with the administration of Marinol for therapeutic purposes. 

In an open-label study in patients with AIDS who received Marinol for up to five months, no abuse, diversion 
or systematic change in personality or social functioning were observed despite the inclusion of a substantial 
number of patients with a past history of drug abuse.

Carcinogenesis. Mutagenesis, Impairment of Fertility: Carcinogenicity studies have not been performed with 
dronabinol. Mutagenicity testing of dronabinol was negative in an Ames test. In a long-term study (77 days) in rats, 
oral administration of dronabinol at doses of 30 to 150 mg/m 2 , equivalent to 0.3 to 1.5 times maximum recom¬ 
mended human dose (MRHD) of 90 mg/m ! /day in cancer patients or 2 to 10 times MRHD of 15 mg/mVday in AIDS 
patients, reduced ventral prostate, seminal vesicle and epididymal weights and caused a decrease in seminal fluid 
volume. Decreases in spermatogenesis, number of developing germ cells, and number of Leydig cells in the testis 
were also observed. However, sperm count, mating success and testosterone levels were not affected. The signif¬ 
icance of these animal findings in humans is not known. 

Pregnancy: Pregnancy Category C. Reproduction studies with dronabinol have been performed in mice at 15 
to 450 mg/m 2 , equivalent to 0.2 to 5 times maximum recommended human dose (MRHD) of 90 mg/m7day in 
cancer patients or 1 to 30 times MRHD of 15 mg/m 2 /day in AIDS patients, and in rats at 74 to 295 mg/m 2 (equiv¬ 
alent to 0.8 to 3 times MRHD of 90 mg/m 2 in cancer patients or 5 to 20 times MRHD of 15 mg/m 2 /day in AIDS 
patients). These studies have revealed no evidence of teratogenicity due to dronabinol. At these dosages in mice 
and rats, dronabinol decreased maternal weight gain and number of viable pups and increased fetal mortality and 
early resorptions. Such effects were dose dependent and less apparent at lower doses which produced less 
maternal toxicity. There are no adequate and well-controlled studies in pregnant women. Dronabinol should be 
used only if the potential benefit justifies the potential risk to the fetus. 

Nursing Mothers: Use of Marinol is not recommended in nursing mothers since, in addition to the secretion of 
HIV virus in breast milk, dronabinol is concentrated in and secreted in human breast milk and is absorbed by the 
nursing baby. 

ADVERSE REACTIONS 

Adverse experiences information summarized in the tables below was derived from well-controlled clinical trials 
conducted in the US and US territories involving 474 patients exposed to Marinol (dronabinol). Studies of AIDS- 
related weight loss included 157 patients receiving dronabinol at a dose of 2.5 mg twice daily and 67 receiving 
placebo. Studies of different durations were combined by considering the first occurrence of events during the 
first 28 days. Studies of nausea and vomiting related to cancer chemotherapy Included 317 patients receiving 
dronabinol and 68 receiving placebo. 

A cannabinoid dose-related "high" (easy laughing, elation and heightened awareness) has been reported by 


id symptoms such as irritability, insomnia, and restlessness. By approximately 24 hours post-dronabinol 
discontinuation, withdrawal symptoms intensified to include “hot flashes", sweating, rhinorrhea, loose stools, 
hiccoughs and anorexia. 

These withdrawal symptoms gradually dissipated over the next 48 hours. Electroencephalograph^ changes 
consistent with the effects of drug withdrawal (hyperexcitation) were recorded in patients after abrupt dechallenge. 
Patients also complained of disturbed sleep for several weeks after discontinuing therapy with high dosages of 
dronabinol. 

OVERDOSAGE 

Signs and symptoms following MILD Marinol (dronabinol) intoxication include drowsiness, euphoria, height¬ 
ened sensory awareness, altered time perception, reddened conjunctiva, dry mouth and tachycardia; following 
MODERATE intoxication include memory impairment, depersonalization, mood alteration, urinary retention, and 
reduced bowel motility; and following SEVERE intoxication include decreased motor coordination, lethargy, 
slurred speech, and postural hypotension. Apprehensive patients may experience panic reactions and seizures 
may occur in patients with existing seizure disorders. 

The estimated lethal human dose of intravenous dronabinol is 30 mg/kg (2100 mg/70kg). Significant CNS 
symptoms in antiemetic studies followed oral doses of 0.4 mg/kg (28 mg/70 kg) of Marinol. 

Management: A potentially serious oral ingestion, if recent, should be managed with gut decontamination. In 
unconscious patients with a secure airway, instill activated charcoal (30 to 100 g in adults, 1 to 2 g/kg in infants) 
via a nasogastric tube. A saline cathartic or sorbitol may be added to the first dose of activated charcoal. Patients 
experiencing depressive, hallucinatory or psychotic reactions should be placed in a quiet area and offered reas¬ 
surance. Benzodiazepines (5 to 10 mg diazepam po ) may be used for treatment of extreme agitation. 
Hypotension usually responds to Trendelenburg position and IV fluids. Pressors are rarely required. 

DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION 

Appetite stimulation: Initially, 2.5 mg Marinol (dronabinol) should be administered orally twice daily (bid.), 
before lunch and supper. For patients unable to tolerate this 5 mg/day dosage of Marinol, the dosage can be 
reduced to 2.5 mg/day, administered as a single dose in the evening or at bedtime. If clinically indicated and in 
the absence of significant adverse effects, the dosage may be gradually increased to a maximum of 20 mg/day 
Marinol, administered in divided oral doses. Caution should be exercised in escalating the dosage of Marinol 
because of the increased frequency of dose-related adverse experiences at higher dosages (see PRECAUTIONS). 

Antiemetic: Marinol is best administered at an initial dose of 5 mg/m 2 , given 1 to 3 hours prior to the admin¬ 
istration of chemotherapy, then every 2 to 4 hours after chemotherapy is given, for a total of 4 to 6 doses/day. 
Should the 5 mg/m 2 dose prove to be ineffective, and in the absence of significant side effects, the dose may be 
escalated by 2.5 mg/m 2 increments to a maximum of 15 mg/m 2 per dose. Caution should be exercised in dose 
escalation, however, as the incidence of disturbing psychiatric symptoms increases significantly at maximum 
dose (see PRECAUTIONS). 

SAFETY AND HANDLING 

Marinol (dronabinol) should be packaged in a well-closed container and stored in a cool environment between 
8° and 15°C (46° and 59°F). Protect from freezing. No particular hazard to health care workers handling the cap¬ 
sules has been identified.

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happy to volunteer to do that,” 
Ammiano told the B.A.R. “I’d be 
happy to talk to the library staff 
about ways to stop the vandal¬ 
ism.” 

Ammiano’s former aide, 
Michael Housh, now secretary of 
the Library Commission, said he 
was informed on Tuesday of the 
ongoing vandalism, and that the 
commission is often the last resort 
to combating such problems. 

“When it becomes a severe cri¬ 
sis that the library cannot man¬ 
age, we are informed that we may 
be needed,” Housh told the B.A.R. 
“They wanted to keep it low-key, 
but nothing they tried had 
worked. Right now we will wait 
and take the lead from the staff, 
and if they need us, we will make 
recommendations about further 
security.” 

Van Buskirk said that “anoth¬ 
er little project” was also targeting 
gay literature, where people are 
taking stacks of gay and lesbian 
related books and moving them 
elsewhere in the library. 

“That too prevents somebody 
from finding it,” he said. 

For now, Van Buskirk will con¬ 
centrate on ending the vandalism, 
which will probably require 
something in addition to the signs 
and alert volunteers. 

“We have tried,” said Van 
Buskirk, “but we cannot get it to 
stop.” T

“evil” but rather, to “carelessness.” 

“Calvin didn’t want older 
members’ experiences to cloud his 
vision,” said Christopher. “But 
now here he is with a big mess be¬ 
cause he didn’t know about our 
traditions or policies.”

After so¬ 
liciting ideas from the communi¬ 
ty for a theme, the board came up 
with its own idea - “It’s About 
Freedom” - and now is looking 
for ideas from the public for a 
logo. 

The membership drive result¬ 
ed in 93 new members, according 
to Gipson, bringing the group’s 
total near 300. The election will be 
re-held in January so that new and 
newly-clarified members will have

Information for Patients About VIRACEPT® (Vl-ra-cept) 
Generic Name: nelfinavir (nel-FIN-na-veer) mesylate 

For the Treatment of Human Immunodeficiency Virus (HIV) Infection 

Please read this information carefully before taking VIRACEPT. Also, please read this leaflet each time 
you renew the prescription, just in case anything has changed. This is a summary and not a replacement 
for a careful discussion with your doctor. You and your doctor should discuss VIRACEPT when you start 
taking this medication and at regular checkups. You should remain under a doctor’s care when taking 
VIRACEPT and should not change or stop treatment without first talking with your doctor. 

WHAT IS VIRACEPT AND HOW DOES IT WORK? 

VIRACEPT is used in the treatment of people with human immunodeficiency virus (HIV) infection. 
Infection with HIV leads to the destruction of CD4 T cells, which are important to the immune system. 
After a large number of CD4 cells have been destroyed, the infected person develops acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome (AIDS). 

VIRACEPT works by blocking HIV protease (a protein-cutting enzyme), which is required for HIV to 
multiply. VIRACEPT has been shown to significantly reduce the amount of HIV in the blood. You should 
be aware, however, that the effect of VIRACEPT on HIV in the blood has not been correlated with long¬ 
term health benefits. Patients who took VIRACEPT also had significant increases in their CD4 cell count. 

VIRACEPT is usually taken together with other antiretroviral drugs such as Retrovir® (zidovudine, 
AZT), Epivir® (lamivudine, 3TC), or Zerit® (stavudine, d4T). Taking VIRACEPT in combination with other 
antiretroviral drugs reduces the amount of HIV in the body (viral load) and raises CD4 counts. 

VIRACEPT may be taken by adults, adolescents, and children 2 years of age or older. Studies in infants 
younger than 2 years of age are now taking place. 

DOES VIRACEPT CURE HIV OR AIDS? 

VIRACEPT is not a cure for HIV infection or AIDS. The long-term effects of VIRACEPT are not known at 
this time. People taking VIRACEPT may still develop opportunistic infections or other conditions 
associated with HIV infection. Some of these conditions are pneumonia, herpes virus infections, 
Mycobacterium avium complex (MAC) infections, and Kaposi’s sarcoma. 

It is not known whether VIRACEPT will help you live longer or reduce the number of infections or other 
illnesses that may occur. 

There is no proof that VIRACEPT can reduce the risk of transmitting HIV to others through sexual 
contact or blood contamination. 


Other protease inhibitors: 

When VIRACEPT is taken together with: 

• Crixivan® (indinavir) 

The amount of both drugs in your blood may be increased. Currently, there are no safety and efficacy 
data available from the use of this combination. 

• Norvir™ (ritonavir) 

The amount of VIRACEPT in your blood may be increased. Currently, there are no safety and efficacy 
data available from the use of this combination. 

• Invirase® (saquinavir) 

The amount of saquinavir in your blood may be increased. If used in combination with saquinavir hard 
gelatin capsules at 600 mg three times daily, no dose adjustments are needed. Currently, there are no 
safety and efficacy data available from the use of this combination. 

WHAT ARE THE SIDE EFFECTS OF VIRACEPT? 

Like all medicines, VIRACEPT can cause side effects. Most of the side effects experienced with 
VIRACEPT have been mild to moderate. Diarrhea is the most common side effect in people taking 
VIRACEPT, and most adult patients had at least mild diarrhea at some point during treatment. In clinical 
studies, about 20% of patients receiving VIRACEPT 750 mg (three tablets) three times daily had four or 
more loose stools a day. In most cases, diarrhea can be controlled using antidiarrheal medicines, such 
as Imodium® A-D (loperamide) and others, which are available without a prescription. 

Other side effects that occurred in 2% or more of patients receiving VIRACEPT include abdominal pain, 
asthenia, nausea, flatulence, and rash. 

There were other side effects noted in clinical studies that occurred in less than 2% of patients receiving 
VIRACEPT. However, these side effects may have been due to other drugs that patients were taking or to 
the illness itself. Except for diarrhea, there were not many differences in side effects in patients who took 
VIRACEPT along with other drugs compared with those who took only the other drugs. For a complete list 
of side effects, ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. 

HOW SHOULD I TAKE VIRACEPT? 

VIRACEPT is available only with your doctor’s prescription. The light blue VIRACEPT Tablets should be 
taken three times a day. VIRACEPT should always be taken with a meal or a light snack. You do not have 
to take VIRACEPT exactly every 8 hours. Instead, you can take it at normal times when you are eating. 

Take VIRACEPT exactly as directed by your doctor. Do not increase or decrease any dose or the 
number of doses per day. Also, take this medicine for the exact period of time that your doctor has 
instructed. Do not stop taking VIRACEPT without first consulting with your doctor, even if you are 
feeling better. 

Only take medicine that has been prescribed specifically for you. Do not give VIRACEPT to others or 
take medicine prescribed for someone else. 

The dosing of VIRACEPT may be different for you than for other patients. Follow the directions from 
your doctor, exactly as written on the label. The amount of VIRACEPT in the blood should remain 
somewhat consistent over time. Missing doses will cause the concentration of VIRACEPT to decrease; 
therefore, you should not miss any doses. However, if you miss a dose, you should take the dose as 
soon as possible and then take your next scheduled dose and future doses as originally scheduled. 


WHO SHOULD OR SHOULD NOT TAKE VIRACEPT? 

Together with your doctor, you need to decide whether VIRACEPT is appropriate for you. In making 
your decision, the following should be considered: 

Allergies: If you have had a serious allergic reaction to VIRACEPT, you must not take VIRACEPT. 

You should also inform your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist of any known allergies to substances such as 
other medicines, foods, preservatives, or dyes. 

If you are pregnant: The effects of VIRACEPT on pregnant women or their unborn babies are not 
known. If you are pregnant or plan to become pregnant, you should tell your doctor before taking 
VIRACEPT. 

If you are breast-feeding: You should discuss with your doctor the best way to feed your baby. You 
should be aware that if your baby does not already have HIV, there is a chance that it can be transmitted 
through breast-feeding. Women should not breast-feed if they have HIV. 

Children: VIRACEPT is available for the treatment of children 2 through 13 years of age with HIV. There 
is a powder form of VIRACEPT that can be mixed with milk, baby formula, or foods like pudding. 
Instructions on how to take VIRACEPT powder can be found in a later section that discusses how 
VIRACEPT Oral Powder should be prepared. 

If you have liver disease: VIRACEPT has not been studied in people with liver disease. If you have liver 
disease, you should tell your doctor before taking VIRACEPT. 

Other medical problems: Certain medical problems may affect the use of VIRACEPT. Some people 
taking protease inhibitors have developed new or more serious diabetes or high blood sugar. Some 
people with hemophilia have had increased bleeding. It is not known whether the protease inhibitors 
caused these problems. Be sure to tell your doctor if you have hemophilia types A and B, diabetes 
mellitus, or an increase in thirst and/or frequent urination. 

CAN VIRACEPT BE TAKEN WITH OTHER MEDICATIONS? 

VIRACEPT may interact with other drugs, including those you take without a prescription. You must 
discuss with your doctor any drugs that you are taking or are planning to take before you take VIRACEPT. 

Drugs you should not take with VIRACEPT: 

• Seldane® (terfenadine, for allergies) 

• Hismanal® (astemizole, for allergies) 

• Propulsid® (cisapride, for heartburn) 

• Cordarone®(amiodarone, for irregular heartbeat) 

• Quinidine (for irregular heartbeat), also known as Quinaglute® Cardioquin®, Quinidex® and others 

• Ergot derivatives (Cafergot® and others, for migraine headache) 

• Halcion® (triazolam) 

• Versed® (midazolam) 

Taking the above drugs with VIRACEPT may cause serious and/or life-threatening adverse events. 

• Rifampin (for tuberculosis), also known as Rimactane®, Rifadin®, Rifater®, or Rifamate® 

This drug reduces blood levels of VIRACEPT. 

Dose reduction required if you take VIRACEPT with: 

Mycobutin® (rifabutin, for MAC); you will need to take a lower dose of Mycobutin. 

A change of therapy should be considered if you are taking VIRACEPT with: 

• Phenobarbital 

• Phenytoin (Dilantin® and others) 

• Carbamazepine (Tegretol® and others) 

These agents may reduce the amount of VIRACEPT in your blood and make it less effective. 

• Oral contraceptives (“the pill”) 

If you are taking the pill to prevent pregnancy, you should use a different type of contraception since 
VIRACEPT may reduce the effectiveness of oral contraceptives. 

HOW SHOULD VIRACEPT BE TAKEN WITH OTHER ANTI-HIV DRUGS? 

Taking VIRACEPT together with other anti-HIV drugs increases their ability to fight the virus. It also 
reduces the opportunity for resistant viruses to grow. Based on your history of taking other anti-HIV 
medicine, your doctor will direct you on how to take VIRACEPT and other anti-HIV medicines. These 
drugs should be taken in a certain order or at specific times. This will depend on how many times a day 
each medicine should be taken. It will also depend on whether it should be taken with or without food. 
Nucleoside analogues: No drug interaction problems were seen when VIRACEPT was given with: 

• Retrovir (zidovudine, AZT) 

• Epivir (lamivudine, 3TC) 

• Zerit (stavudine, d4T) 

• Videx®(didanosine, ddl) 

If you are taking both Videx (ddl) and VIRACEPT: Videx should be taken without food, on an empty 
stomach. Therefore, you should take VIRACEPT with food one hour after or more than two hours before 
you take Videx. 

Nonnucleoside reverse transcriptase inhibitors (NNRTIs): 

When VIRACEPT is taken together with: 

• Viramune® (nevirapine) 

The amount of VIRACEPT in your blood may be reduced. Studies are now taking place to learn about 
the safety of combining VIRACEPT with Viramune. 

• Other NNRTIs 

VIRACEPT has not been studied with other NNRTIs. 


Dosing in adults (including children 14 years of age and older) 

The recommended adult dose of VIRACEPT is 750 mg (three tablets) taken three times a day. Each 
dose should be taken with a meal or light snack. 

Dosing in children 2 through 13 years of age 

The VIRACEPT dose in children depends on their weight. The recommended dose is 20 to 30 mg/kg (or 
9 to 14 mg/pound) per dose, taken three times daily with a meal or light snack. This can be administered 
either in tablet form or, in children unable to take tablets, as VIRACEPT Oral Powder. 

Dose instructions will be provided by the child’s doctor. The dose will be given three times daily using the 
measuring scoop provided, a measuring teaspoon, or one or more tablets depending on the weight and 
age of the child. The amount of oral powder or tablets to be given to a child is described in the chart below. 


Pediatric Dose to Be Administered Three Times Daily 
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In measuring oral powder, the scoop or teaspoon should be level. 

* 1 level scoop contains 50 mg of VIRACEPT. Use only the scoop provided with your VIRACEPT bottle. 

* 1 level teaspoon contains 200 mg of VIRACEPT. Note: A measuring teaspoon used for dispensing 
medication should be used for measuring VIRACEPT Oral Powder. Ask your pharmacist to make sure 
you have a medication dispensing teaspoon. 

How should VIRACEPT Oral Powder be prepared? 

The oral powder may be mixed with a small amount of water, milk, formula, soy formula, soy milk, 
dietary supplements, or dairy foods such as pudding or ice cream. Once mixed, the entire amount must 
be taken to obtain the full dose. 

Do not mix the powder with any acidic food or juice, such as orange or grapefruit juice, apple juice, or 
apple sauce, because this may create a bitter taste. 

Once the powder is mixed, it may be stored at room temperature or refrigerated for up to 6 hours. Do 
not heat the mixed dose once it has been prepared. 

Do not add water to bottles of oral powder. 

VIRACEPT powder is supplied with a scoop for measuring. For help in determining the exact dose of 
powder for your child, please ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. 

VIRACEPT Oral Powder contains aspartame, a low-calorie sweetener, and therefore should not be 
taken by children with phenylketonuria (PKU). 


HOW SHOULD VIRACEPT BE STORED? 

Keep VIRACEPT and all other medicines out of the reach of children. Keep bottle closed and store at 
room temperature (between 59°F and 86°F) away from sources of moisture such as a sink or other damp 
place. Heat and moisture may reduce the effectiveness of VIRACEPT. 

Do not keep medicine that is out of date or that you no longer need. Be sure that if you throw any 
medicine away, it is out of the reach of children.

On the road to Gay Games VI

G arrie Gibson, the chief exec¬ 
utive officer of Gay Games 
VI, the Australian company 
charged with producing the next 
edition of the worlds largest 
sports event, rolled into San Fran¬ 
cisco last Thursday, November 4, 
on the final leg of his U.S. tour 
promoting the Games. 

Several travel industry folks 
were treated to an afternoon 
screening of the Aussie promo 
video at the Eureka Valley Recre¬ 
ation Center as Gibson, a former 
member of the Australian Parlia¬ 
ment, answered questions about 
the upcoming event, set for No¬ 
vember 2-9 in 2002. 

Surprisingly, Gay Games V 
drew more participants - about 
15,000 - than the Olympics, 
which had about 10,000 partici¬ 
pants at the 1996 games. 

Gibson stressed in no uncer¬ 
tain terms that the sixth time 
would be a charm, and that the 
blunders and problems of Gay 
Games V were history. He did 
mention that the organizers are 
anticipating a modest 14,000 par¬ 
ticipants, down 1,000 from the es¬ 
timated figured for last year’s 
Games. 

But even with fewer numbers, 
they’ll be hard-pressed not to cre¬ 
ate a successful event. With the 
largest gay tourist industry in the 
Southern Hemisphere, and one of 
the most tolerant and progres¬ 
sively pro-gay governments, Syd¬ 
ney will also be blessed with mas¬ 
sive facilities broken in by the 
2000 Olympic Games. 

“If you want to know where 
you’ll be competing,” said Gibson, 
“watch the Olympics. You’ll be 
swimming in that same pool, 
playing football in the same 
fields.” 

After the press conference, that 
evening Gibson presented more 
information at a reception for 


Gay Games and Team San Fran¬ 
cisco members at the Albion 
House, home of Gay Softball 
Commissioner Sarah Waddell- 
Lewinstein. As members of vari¬ 
ous teams and sports hobnobbed 
and schmoozed over an array of 
tasty food, Gibson relayed im¬ 
provements and advances in the 
Games’ formative stage. 

Included in the Games for the 
first time, and bringing a bit of 
Aussie flavor, are touch rugby, and 
demonstration ocean sports 
events on the famous Bondi 
Beach. Another new entry is Net- 
ball, a variation on basketball, 
which is very popular with 
women down under. 

The cultural festival com¬ 
mences a full week before the ath¬ 
letic events. It is hoped that 
tourists will take advantage of the 
many sites and social opportuni¬ 
ties offered in Sydney and the sur¬ 
rounding areas. 

“A lot of the cultural activities 
will take place in Olympic Park,” 
Gibson said. “Right next door to 
major sporting events are halls 
and stages and entertainment 
spaces.” 

Gibson anticipated that the 
Games would impact the Sydney 
economy as well as the dating 
pool. An estimated $100 million 
(AUS) should come into the 
country, affording some red car¬ 
pet treatment for jocks from 
around the globe, who, of course, 
Gibson stressed, should fly Qan- 
tas, the official sponsoring airline. 

Included in the special out¬ 
reach areas for GGVI are Asian 
and Pacific countries. Gibson 
specifically mentioned Mandarin 
as one of five languages that will 
be translated for promotional ma¬ 
terial. Specific Asian languages 
will be used for individual coun¬ 
tries throughout the Pacific Rim. 

While Gay Game V was noted 
for its large influx of European 
participants, the sixth edition of 
the immense quadrennial sports 


festival will be more Asian-Pacific 
inclusive than ever before. 

Gibson mentioned that the 
hope was that scholarship support 
could be expanded to continue in 
developing countries and “those 
where being gay or lesbian is more 
difficult.” 

Finances are an issue, specifi¬ 
cally with hotels. In addition to 
numerous complaints about 
Wens Travel and other groups 
failing to provide rooms, over¬ 
booking or overcharging in Ams¬ 
terdam, a recent hubbub was 
raised about the mark-up of hotel 
rooms in Sydney for next year’s 
2000 Olympics. 

According to reports from the 
Sydney Herald, $170 rooms 
jumped to upward of $272.50. 
People have been forced to pay 
double or triple the rate for 
rooms, in addition to an added 
bed tax, which, according to re¬ 
porter Michael Evans of the Her¬ 
ald, Sydney travel groups con¬ 
spired to agree on as early as 1995 
in preparation for the Olympics. 

“As accommodation gets 
tighter, some hotels will continue 
to raise prices and some visitors 
will be badly ripped off,” said 
Matthew Moore in a Herald edi¬ 
torial on the 2000 Olympics situ¬ 
ation.

In 1976, ei¬ 
ther from fear of being outed or 
of losing votes, Jordan publicly 
refused to co-sponsor federal gay 
rights legislation. “There is no 
way,” she told a radio talk show 
host, “that I can equate discrimi¬ 
nation on the basis of sexual pref¬ 
erence with discrimination on the 
basis of skin color.” 


Hopefully, that won’t happen 
for Gay Games VI. Several groups 
are requesting status as official 
tour package providers to GGVI, 
and Gibson implied that there 
would be a system of regulating 
pricing. 

With three-fourths of previous 
Games participants having access 
to e-mail, Gibson hoped to make 
signing up as technologically sim¬ 
ple as possible, and economical. 

And although the official web¬ 
site remains volunteer-based, 
Gibson hoped for corporate sup¬ 
port to expand the site to accom¬ 
modate nearly all registration in¬ 
formation and applications for 
Gay Games VI, “so people don’t 
have to register and then re-regis¬ 
ter” he said, referring to Amster¬ 
dam’s confusing procedures. His 
comment was met with under¬ 
standable applause. 

Actual registration forms may 
not be available until 2001, but 
Gibson assured local bowlers, 
softball players, and other jocks 
that things were developing at a 
good pace, and that facility, hotel, 
and cultural preparations were 
proceeding at a much faster rate 
than previous Gay Games. 

He did stress, however, that 
with only three years, potential 
participants should begin plan- 


just as her political career was 
soaring, Jordan abruptly retired 
from office in 1978.

STI: A drug holiday 
by any other name?

W ithout a doubt, the most 
dramatic progress in 
treating HIV during the 
AIDS epidemic in the United 
States, Canada, and Western Eu¬ 
rope has been made with the 
widespread advent of highly ac¬ 
tive antiretroviral therapy 
(HAART). Nevertheless, re¬ 
searchers report as much as a 50 
percent failure rate of protease in¬ 
hibitor containing regimens as 
well as metabolic disturbances 
such as facial wasting, mid-sec¬ 
tion fat accumulation, and abnor¬ 
mally high cholesterol and triglyc¬ 
eride levels. At the same time, the 
continuing upward revision of the 
eradication hypothesis (it is now 
at 60 years) compels revisiting the 
sustainability of prolonged use of 
antiretroviral therapy. 

Additionally, last week, Dr. 
Roger Pomerantz and his col¬ 
leagues reported they were able to 
find very low levels of viral repli¬ 
cation in samples declared “unde¬ 
tectable” irrespective of the lower 
limit of detection. This is consis¬ 
tent with Dr. David Ho’s observa¬ 
tion of genetic drift in the latently 
infected pool (where virus is inte¬ 
grated, but not actively produced) 
which indirectly presumed low 
level replication as well. 

Less is not more 

In the yin yang of treatment 
dogma, the formerly anathemic 
idea of stopping antiretroviral 
treatment for HIV has garnered 
serious interest from both the 


community and clinical re¬ 
searchers alike. This contrasts 
sharply with the largely failed 
concept of induction/mainte¬ 
nance. This incomplete halt of 
therapy studied people who were 
successful (undetectable viral 
load) on triple or quadruple ther¬ 
apy and asked what happened 
when given dual or monotherapy 
which lacked much commu¬ 
nity support. 

Two studies high¬ 
lighted that indue- , 
tion/maintenance did 
not work. Allowing on¬ 
going viral replication in 
the presence of subopti- 
mal antiretroviral therapy 
would produce resis¬ 
tance constituted a 
major concern for 
safety. In the AIDS 
Clinical Trials Group (ACTG) 
Trial 343, 23 percent of partici¬ 
pants randomized to “mainte¬ 
nance” therapy of one or two an¬ 
tiretroviral medications, after a 
24-week induction period of un¬ 
detectability on triple therapy, ex¬ 
perienced a rapid rise in virus 
above 200 copies per milliliter. 
This trial was stopped by an inter¬ 
im review committee for safety 
reasons. In the ADAM trial from 
Amsterdam, nine out of 14 per¬ 
sons who were switched from 
four drugs to two had viral re¬ 
bound. In theory, generation of 
resistance should be much less 
without the selective pressure of 
any antiretrovirals in a structured 
treatment interruption (STI). 

None may be better 

Dr. Larry Fox works as a med¬ 


ical officer with the HIV Treat¬ 
ment Research Program at the Di¬ 
vision of AIDS at the National In¬ 
stitute of Allergies and Infectious 
Diseases, one of the Institutes that 
make up the National Institutes of 
Health. “A structured treatment 
interruption may be of benefit to 
three different populations of per¬ 
sons with HIV infection,” said 
Fox. “First, there are those who 
successfully began treatment 
in early infection. Three 
patients who began to 
receive treatment soon 
after being infected 
have now been report¬ 
ed to interrupt therapy 
without viral rebound. 
The so-called Berlin 
patient reported by 
Dr. Franco Lori as 
well as two people 
from a Brussels cohort. In the case 
of the Berlin patient, there were 
successive periods of therapy 
withdrawal followed by reintro¬ 
duction of therapy.” 

These reports are anecdotal but 
greatly encouraging. The question 
that needs to be asked in a 
prospective fashion is if it’s possi¬ 
ble to treat someone for a period 
of time and allow the immune sys¬ 
tem to gain the upper hand and be 
able to control infection. ACTG 
371, a study of early infection en¬ 
rolling locally at the Positive 
Health Project (formerly known 
as Ward 86), is planning a with¬ 
drawal of medicine after two years 
of undetectability (<200 copies). 

Stuck in the middle 

The second group for which 
STI may be of benefit is the more 
chronically infected, but success¬ 
fully treated on HAART. Fox ex¬ 
plained, “Individuals in this cate¬ 
gory are being studied by the in¬ 
tramural group here at the NIH. 
We will take individuals with CD4 
counts above 300 and viral loads 
less than 50 and follow them for 
two years to see if there is a clinical 
difference to remaining on thera¬ 
py or if equivalence can be 
achieved with treatment interrup¬ 
tion.” Those in the treatment in¬ 
terruption arm will have one 
month off therapy followed by 
two months on. “This is more 
along the lines of chronic cancer 
treatment where therapy is not ex¬ 
pected to be continuous,” Fox said. 

Fox added, “At the other end of 
the spectrum, there are people 
whose virus which has multiple 
resistance mutations and for 
whom antiretroviral therapy has 
failed. Dr. Veronica Miller from 
Frankfurt, Germany, has reported 
on her cohort of patients who 
stopped treatment for a variety of 
reasons. She reported that in two- 
thirds of those who stopped, their 
virus had reverted to wild type [no 
mutations]. Presumably, however, 
mutant virus is still there, just not 
being picked up in the assay.” 

Miller was able to resuppress 
in some of her patients using 
mega-HAART, regimens that use 
five or more drugs. However, Fox 
cautioned: “Fully one-half or the 
patients in the Frankfurt cohort 
did not see their CD4s [T-helper 
cells] return to the levels that they 
were before going off therapy. 
This may have something to do 
with the fact that they were low to 
start, but it does raise flags.” 

Prove it all night

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tion gathered so far has been out 
of the context of a prospective 
randomized trial. Soon, however, 
we may know more. The first such 
trial of treatment interruption is 
being conducted by Dr. Steve 
Deeks here at the University of 
California, San Francisco/San 
Francisco General Hospital in col¬ 
laboration with Drs. Marc Heller- 
stein of the University of Califor¬ 
nia, Berkeley, and Mike McCune 
and Bob Grant of the Gladstone 
Institute of Virology and Im¬ 
munology and coordinated by the 
fabulous Becky Hoh discussed in 
an earlier writers pool column 
(see “You can do something about 
protease inhibitor failure”). This 
trial has fully accrued and will 
likely be presented at the human 
retrovirus conference early next 
year here in San Francisco. 

The Community Program for 
Clinical Research on AIDS 
(CPCRA) has a two arm trial in 
development for people in salvage 
situations. Participants in the 
MDR HIV drug trial must be able 
to construct a genotypically viable 
regimen and will be randomized to 
either an immediate switch to that 
therapy or an interruption (what 
used to be called a “washout”). 
They will then be followed to see 
which group does better. 

Undetectable is 
not enough 

The ACTG is planning two 
treatment interruption studies, 
A5024 and A5068. A5068, cur¬ 
rently completing development, is 
being chaired by Dr. Jeff Jacobson 
of Mount Sinai Medical Center in 
New York City. Jacobson ex¬ 
plained, “There is a growing real¬ 
ization that antiretroviral success 
[in terms of suppression of viral 
load] has failed to restore HIV- 
specific immunity. We are hoping 
to stimulate more long lasting 
health by boosting the person’s 
own immunity through both in¬ 
troduction of an exogenous [from 
the outside] vaccine, and auto¬ 
immunization using the patient’s 
own virus like a vaccine.” 

Jacobson added, “Our study 
will enroll 80 relatively healthy in¬ 
dividuals with CD4 counts above 
500 and an undetectable viral load 


of less than 50 copies for the last six 
months prior to entry. We have 
built in safety features such as fre¬ 
quent viral load monitoring and 
are on guard for any precipitous 
CD4 cell decline. This four arm 
study will compare no interrup¬ 
tion against an arm that has three 
two-week interruptions, an arm 
that will receive vaccination with 
canary pox vaccine and an arm 
that has both cycles of interruption 
and the vaccination. The compar¬ 
ison will be made at the end when 
all four arms will go off treatment 
for six weeks and use the new viral 
set point as read out.” 

It is hoped that the set point 
would be lower after either or 
both kinds of immunization.

esting questions as well as help 
to determine whether there is 
any clinical benefit to treatment 
interruption. Nevertheless, it is 
too early to tell whether inter¬ 
ruption is useful. This should 
not in any way be confused with 
a single or several daylong drug 
holidays which no one recom¬ 
mends. STI studies are being 
conducted with intense safety 
monitoring for CD4 and viral 
load changes. Interruptions are 
not being recommended outside 
of a trial setting due to all the 
safety concerns. ▼

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Big wheels

e’re not blocking traffic. 
We are traffic .” 

This frequent saying, 
and the title of a recently screened 
Bay Area video, are a sort of com¬ 
mon understanding that thou¬ 
sands of hardy cyclists often shout 
when nearly sideswiped, run 
over, or doored by reckless 
car drivers. 

Yet things are improv¬ 
ing. New bike lanes, park¬ 
ing racks, and an increased 
awareness for cyclist rights 
and safety are taking place, 
thanks in great part to 
the San Francisco Bi¬ 
cycle Coalition 
(SFBC), a pro-active 
group of bike enthusi¬ 
asts devoted to im¬ 
proving the status of cyclists on 
Bay Area streets. 

This Saturday, November 13, 
the SFBC will hold a Member Ap¬ 
preciation Party, with food, drink, 
auctions of bikes and cycling gear, 
and a chance for new members to 
join the growing group, which 
started in the 1970s, and was re¬ 
vived in 1991. 

While the freewheeling Critical 
Mass represents the more radical 
contingent of the tattooed hipster 
messenger subculture, the SFBC 
has come to be considered a more 
moderate force in cyclist politics, 
exemplified by helmet-wearing 
cyclizens, some even with babies 
in tow. 

Following the now-famous 
September 1997 demonstration, 
which was ambushed by Mayor 


Willie Brown’s Tiennaman Square 
police tactics, and the resultant 
lawsuits from wrongful and vio¬ 
lent arrests, the coalition has 
served as a voice for administer¬ 
ing improvements. 

As more cautious Critical Mass 
rides continue the last Friday of 
every month, the coalition - a 
separate organization - lobbies 
City Hall for practical and thor¬ 
ough solutions to 
the needs of Bay 
Area cyclists. 
Heading up these efforts 
is board president John Fall, 
a gay writer and editor, 
whose irreverent work has 
graced the pages of 
cruisingforsex.com 
and community mag¬ 
azines. 

An avid cyclist, 
Fall is only one of 
what he estimates to be an over 25 
percent gay and lesbian member¬ 
ship among the coalition’s 2,400 
members. 

Why the strong queer contin¬ 
gent? 

“The gay community has a 
history of activism, getting things 
done,” he said. “It’s not about de¬ 
bating and talk. It’s also a very so¬ 
cial group. There’s always some¬ 
thing going on.” 

The North Dakota-born cy¬ 
clist, who lived for a long time in 
Seattle, says that city is much 
more cyclist-friendly than the Bay 
Area, where “it’s still a real strug¬ 
gle in a culture that assumes 
you’re weird if, on the road, you’re 
not sitting in a car.” 

Fall is passionate about in¬ 
creasing safe routes for kids to get 


to schools, as well as making sure 
the new bike lanes aren’t used as 
double-parking lanes for autos, a 
persistent problem in the Castro 
and Mission districts. 

“As we make more inroads, the 
more bike lanes there’ll be. The 
more bike access, the more suc¬ 
cessful we are.” 

Among the SFBC’s concerns 
are improvements in commuter 
accessibility on BART, and Muni 
racks for bikes. The SFBC also 
prevented a proposed $ 1 toll for 
cyclists crossing the Golden Gate 
Bridge. 

Other successes include over 
400 new bike racks throughout 
the city, and other practical dis¬ 
cussions to, as Fall said, “improve 
inter-modal transportation.” But 
a loftier goal includes helping 
people understand the philosophy 
of being a cyclist, and weaving it 
into people’s lives as well as city 
streets. 

She hiked to the Castro 

Mary Wings, an avid coalition 
member, lived in Holland for 10 
years, where cycling is taken seri¬ 
ously. She’s never owned a car. 

“It’s easier in some regards, es¬ 
pecially for queer cyclists,” said the 
author of the popular lesbian 
mystery series She Came to the 
Castro (Berkley Putnam). “I live in 
Bernal Heights, and the two-hour 
effort to find parking was ridicu¬ 
lous. Muni took 45 minutes or 
longer. On my bike I get to the 
Castro in 15 minutes. 

“The bicycle coalition has real¬ 
ly made a difference,” Wings said, 
noting the lack of bike lanes before 
the coalition’s efforts took effect.

The 50-year-old writer cycles 
easily from work to errands in her 
outreach efforts for Supervisor 
Tom Ammiano’s mayoral cam¬ 
paign. 

“If people realized how easy it 
is to do your errands, they would 
understand,” she said. “I don’t care 
how old you are. You can take a 
bike. You’ll get there faster and 
easier.” 

Bi biker 

Emily Drennen, who settled in 
the Bay Area a few years ago, reg¬ 
ularly commutes from the Mis¬ 
sion to the Castro, where she’s de¬ 
velopment coordinator for the 
Lavender Youth Recreation and 
Information Center (LYRIC), the 
Bay Area’s queer youth support 
group. 

Drennen admits she was “ner¬ 
vous about cycling at first. Then I 
learned about street riding” and 
basic safety tips. 

A volunteer for this weekend’s 
party, Drennen is collecting in- 
kind donor solicitations for the 
auction, which will include bike 
gear, hotel certificates, and meals 
at restaurants. 

For Drennen, it’s for an im¬ 
portant cause, since like many, her 
cycling experiences have their 
share of mishaps. “I’ve been 
cursed at, veered toward, verbally 
assaulted, and involved in one ac¬ 
cident,” she said. “At the police 
station, they refused to report it, 
citing no property damage.’” 


Another goal of the coalition is 
to make police take car-cyclist acci¬ 
dents seriously, as well as “diversify¬ 
ing the membership,” Drennen 
said. “Right now it’s mostly straight 
white men.” Drennen is also a bi¬ 
sexual activist. “We’re reaching out 
to all people who use bikes because 
they have to.” 

One lofty goal includes getting 
every Muni bus to have a bike 
rack, making some steep hilly 
areas more accessible. 

Despite the stereotype of cy¬ 
clists being wild red-light runners, 
Drennen is serious about auto¬ 
motive renegades, “really having 
the police ticket red-light run¬ 
ners,” and citing them for abusive 
driving techniques against cy¬ 
clists. 

After all, when riding a 1964 
vintage cycle bought for $5, she’s 
not only commuting, but travel¬ 
ing with a piece of history - ex¬ 
cept when it’s broken, “then I just 
use my girlfriend’s bike.” T

Democratic Club, among others. 

Fazio has similar plans for the 
DA’s office if he should step into 
power. He proposes a detailed 
plan to upgrade victim services 
for hate crimes and LGBT domes¬ 
tic violence and wants to put 
LGBT people, women, and people 
of color in positions “not yet af¬ 
forded to them.” He would also 
like to reinstate an anti-hate and 
anti-drug program in the schools, 
which he plans to personally 
teach. Fazio enjoys the endorse¬ 
ments of the Police Officers Asso¬ 
ciation, the Latino Peace Officers, 


Deputy Sheriff’s Association, 
Asian Pacific Islanders Democra¬ 
tic Club, the Chronicle, and the 
San Francisco Examiner. On Tues¬ 
day, Fazio received the endorse¬ 
ments of former district attorney 
candidates Steve Castleman and 
Mike Schaefer, both of whom fin¬ 
ished well behind Fazio. The 
move could help sway their sup¬ 
porters in Fazio’s direction. 

Both Hallinan and Fazio have 
supporters with similar loyalties, and 
neither thinks the next five weeks 
will be easy. Both, however, are look¬ 
ing forward to the debates. ▼

debut, Head On 


I n the opening frames of Head On, now 
playing at the Castro Theatre, 19-year-old 
Ari is dancing at a Greek wedding. Ari ap¬ 
pears to be happy, tightly connected to his 
Australian-Greek family’s wheel of life, and 
content with the immigrant mantra that fam¬ 
ily and race are the core identities, that all a 
young man should do is work hard and marry 
well. Suddenly, Ari spins out of the circle of 
dancers, spins out from the family bosom into 
an underworld of drugs and highly-charged 
anonymous sex. We see Ari jacking off to the 
sights and smells of toilet sex — as if he could 
literally ejaculate himself from the head of his 
penis into a 24/7 world of total freedom. 

Head Ons director Ana Kokkinos, herself a 
second generation child of Greek heritage, says 
that to Ari, the ties that bind the immigrant 
community are chains. “He literally expels 
himself from the wedding sequence because he 
knows that he’s never going to be able to 
marry, fit in or conform.” Ari, says Kokkinos, 
is a rebellious character who is searching for 
freedom through defiance. 

Kokkinos chose a fiercely heterosexual- 
identified Aussie soap opera star to play ho¬ 
mosexual nihilist Ari. If James Dean should 
happen to return to this planet in the body of 
a young Mel Gibson, his name would be Alex 
Dimitriades. Like so many straight actors 
called upon to play gay, Dimitriades throws 
himself into the task with unusual fervor. He 
told an English gay magazine that his passion 
to play Ari was based on having twice read 
Loaded, the cult novel which is the basis for 
Head On. Dimitriades claims that while he had 
no problems with Head On’s gay sex scenes, it 
was excruciating for him to have to masturbate 
on camera. “I’m naked in front of the entire 
crew and have to keep a hard-on. I mean, it’s 
crazy when you think about it.” 

Director Kokkinos says that on one level, 
Head On is a more sexually explicit updating 
of the classic immigrant story in which a son 
rejects his father’s youthful radicalism as passe 
and even worse. Head On *s opening scenes 
show Ari’s father defying the mounted police 
thuggery of Greek fascism while his young 
sons look on with admiration. The gay man 
that Ari is becoming views his father’s values 
like a castrating knife held next to his balls. 
Ari’s father, in turn, calls him “an animal” 
whose unspeakable vice of buggery can be 
linked to his hanging out with Johnny, the drag 
queen son of an old movement comrade. 
Johnny has an unrequited lust for Ari that will 
land the two of them in deep trouble with a 
pair of gay-bashing cops. Johnny — who in his 
drag persona “Tula” claims to be channeling 
the spirit of his dead mother, to the utter dis¬ 
gust of his hard-drinking father — leads Ari 
on a wild orgy of late-night bar-hopping that 
culminates in a humiliating strip search at a 
Melbourne police station. The arresting offi¬ 
cers unleash a torrent of physical and verbal 
abuse that resembles some Nazi s/m fantasy. 
The Anglo head cop incites his Greek partner 
to act out his own fantasies of ethnic

ntarga Gomez bring? 
jaywalker to SF 


m arga Gomez, who gave up San Francisco for the Hollywood 

dream, was wearing her sunglasses indoors. But she didn’t look ^ 
like a movie star. 

“I didn’t sleep last night,” she said, adding that that last bottle 
of beer probably didn’t help. “How terrible do I look?” she said after final¬ 
ly shedding the shades. 

Actually, Gomez looked fine in a funky, casual sort of way. And the night 
of tossing and turning had helped her solve a problem with jaywalker, her 
lower-cased one-woman show opening this week at Theatre Rhino. 

“I never have my shows ready in a healthy fashion,” she said. “I can only 
work in a crunch. And this one is tricky. Under the right circumstances, 
it’s fun and cool. With the wrong circumstances, people hate me.” 

This is the official world premiere of jaywalker, though she has 
workshopped the show in several cities. For Gomez, it gives her a 
chance for an extended return home to the city to where she fled 
as a teenager and where she developed a career as a Latina les¬ 
bian stand-up comic, writer, and actress. 

She was growing so successful, in fact, that a move to Los 
Angeles two years ago seemed unavoidable. Now she wishes 
she had avoided it, yet without those experiences, there 
would be no jaywalker. 

Gomez’s new show offers a surreal take on her time in 
Hollywood, and though it is fictionalized, it is definitely in¬ 
spired by actual events. “Like the time I stumbled upon John 
Tesh getting his star on the Hollywood Walk of Fame,” she said. 

“It was actually disturbing.” 

Her frustrating efforts at auditioning are also fact-based, in¬ 
cluding her humiliating experience at trying out for the maid’s 
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Once I calmed down, the Bitch's words did 
not ring so sourly in my ears. "I'll show 
herl" I cried, shaking my fist at the 
morning sky.

French novelist Colette 


French kissing 

It’s pointless, really, to try to 
describe the breathless new ac¬ 
count of the life of early-century 
French novelist Colette, Secrets 
of the Flesh by Judith Thurman 
(Knopf), in 25 words or less. 
Consider just a tidbit: “Desperate 
to finish Break of Day, Colette 
drove south the week before 
Christmas 1926 with Pauline 
and the cats and opened La Treille 
Muscate. ‘The novel torments 
me,’ she told Moreno, and ‘I don’t 
really see what I’m doing.’ They 
fired up the stoves, in part with 
the pages she kept tearing up, and 
ate large quantities of fish and 
garlic. ... But it rained steadily, 
and the house was so damp and 
cold that Colette moved to a 
hotel, where she was briefly 
joined by Maurice.... 

“On January 11, La Revue de 
Paris began to publish the novel in 
installments. A few days later, Co¬ 
lette left for Saint-Moritz, where 
she spent her birthday skiing with 
Alba Crosbie. She neither con¬ 
sulted nor invited Maurice, who 
complained bitterly about her de¬ 
sertion. He told her that he would 
never have done the same thing to 
her — and that, of course, was 
part of his great allure.” 



Bertrand, Colette's stepson 


Colette was a subversive in her 
own ruthless way. She was a lover 
to both women and men, and se¬ 
duced her stepson Bertrand 
when she was 47 and he, sweet 16, 
as we learn in Thurman’s rather 
euphemistic account: “Colette’s 
gesture was a question too deli¬ 
cate or too indecent to be spoken. 
Bertrand’s flesh gave her the re¬ 
sponse of which his voice would 
have been incapable. She 
rephrased it a few nights later 
when she intercepted him on the 
stairs as he was going up to bed. 
He offered his cheek for a good 
night kiss, but she insisted on his 
mouth.” T

Crimes against Berg 

SFO's misconceived 'Wozzeck' 


Evans ever did, but his voice lacks 
focus, and the entire characteriza¬ 
tion is so recessive that it engen¬ 
ders no sympathy for the down¬ 
trodden fellow. 

As for Behrens, yes I know she 
was a sterling Elektra, Salome and 
Briinnhilde, but SFO waited way 
too long to hire her. Her single 
Ring here in 1990 was revelatory, 
even if it wasn’t pristinely sung, 
but 1999 is too late for her to be 
singing Marie, a character who 
must have some youthful allure 
and who, after all, has a two-year- 
old child. Marilyn Horne sang a 
young Marie here in the early 
’60s, but since then SFO Maries 
have been overly mature and 
cursed with unattractive voices. 
The unspoken shrug seems to be: 
It’s modern music, it’s supposed 
to sound ugly. Which reminds me 
of the time Herbert von Karajan 
was accused of making Berg, 
Schoenberg and Webern sound 
too beautiful. The ever-irritating 
conductor, bless him, replied, 
“You are wrong, gentlemen. It is 
just music, and therefore should 
be beautiful.” 

Disaster epic 

The third perp in this crime 
against Berg is conductor Michael 
Boder. His Ring this summer was 
a small-scale disappointment; his 
unexpressive Wozzeck is a large- 
scale disaster. He deconstructed 
the etudes, inventions and sym¬ 
phonic movements in Berg’s for¬ 
mal procedure, but never put 
them back together as music. I 
suspect Boder never goes out into 
the auditorium to check on bal¬ 
ances, blend and volume levels. 
The D-minor interlude, which 
usually induces scalding tears in 
me, was just loud, not intense. 

As for the production, Wozzeck 
is an Expressionist opera, and it is 
obvious that film buff Mansouri 
has been influenced by German 
Expressionist cinema. The huge 
shadow thrown by the ranting 
Doctor (Michael Eder) is right 
out of another doctor’s cabinet. 
The silly dance of the Doctor and 
Captain (ear-splitting Kenneth 
Riegel) is amusing enough by it¬ 
self, but it suggests a lack of imag¬ 
ination as well. 

When the music is already ex¬ 
pressing so much nuttiness, in¬ 
creased absurdity on stage dimin¬ 
ishes rather than enhances Berg’s 
point about man’s inhumanity to 
man. 

After 28 years of assuming that 
Wozzeck was a gray Expressionist

T he best Wozzeck I ever heard 
was at the Los Angeles 
Opera in 1988. Simon Rattle 
conducted the Los Angeles Phil¬ 
harmonic, whose then executive 
director, the legendary Ernest 
Fleischmann, sat next to me in the 
Chandler Pavilion and had sever¬ 
al not-so-silent epiphanies as his 
band alternately caressed and 
slashed its way through Alban 
Berg’s sternly radiant atonalisms. 

And when Berg really wants to 
turn the screws on his audience 
— and he did, which is why he is 
a great opera composer — he is 
not ashamed to borrow a senti¬ 
mental device out of Madama 
Butterfly (the humming chorus) 
or write a major orchestral inter¬ 
lude in the key of (gasp) D-minor. 
The story may be bitter and the 
musical means formally mathe¬ 
matical, but the bottom line in 
Wozzeck is expression. 

That’s what makes the current 
San Francisco Opera revival of 
Lotfi Mansouri’s 1990 Wozzeck 
production so disappointing. The 
cliched Expressionist staging dri¬ 
ves me nuts — more about that 
in a minute — but the musical 
performance is even worse: un¬ 
necessarily gelid (except when it 
is overwrought), precise without 
being interesting, and about as 
warmly human as the beans that 
Wozzeck’s quacky doctor insists 
he eat. It’s also miscast, with a 
youngish, stolid Wozzeck new to 
his role (Alan Held), paired with 
a tough old stewing hen (Hilde- 
gard Behrens) as his 
common-law wife, Marie. He 
looks as if he could be her 
half-wit son. 

As for musical values, Held’s 
voice is a medium-weight bari¬ 
tone that seems more sure of itself 
in smallish character roles. His 
Balstrode and Gunther were vig¬ 
orous, incisive psychological por¬ 
traits, sung with ringing confi¬ 
dence. Apparently that fooled 
SFO management (and me, too, I 
admit) into thinking he could 
project starring roles such as 
Wotan and Wozzeck. So far, the 
evidence is that he can’t, at least 
not as long as he looks so terrified. 
Not only were Wotan and 
Wozzeck dramatic ciphers, but 
both roles were undervocalized. 
True, Held sang Wozzeck’s mix¬ 
ture of speech-song ( Sprech- 
stimme ) and atonal lyricism more 
accurately than the late Geraint

pill that opera-lovers had to swal¬ 
low every so often for their own 
good, the LA Opera, by creating a 
counterpoint stage picture to the 
music, rather than slavishly imi¬ 
tating it, taught me that the opera 
could be exhilarating, not de¬ 
pressing. The LA Wozzeck was set 
in a hot and sweaty banana re¬ 
public; you could feel the sex and 
moral rot oozing out of every¬ 
body and everything. Yet nobody 
was called upon to lurch like 
Mansouri’s puppets; they walked 
upright like “normal” people. 

The LA Drum Major (the late 
Warren Ellsworth, whose death 
from AIDS was one of the operat¬ 
ic tragedies of the ’90s) was raw li¬ 
bido rather than the bizarre 
macho caricature in the SFO pro¬ 
duction. On the other hand, I give 
SFO’s Mark Lundberg credit for 
not refusing to go on stage in that 
hideous clown costume, makeup 
and wig. It would be interesting to 
hear what Lundberg could do 
with the other heroic roles in his 
c.v. — Samson, Canio and Bac¬ 
chus. We haven’t had Ariadne auf 
Naxos here in ages. Can this guy 
hack a leading role'in a major 
house, or is he still another 
jumped-up comprimario? I’m 
game to find out, if you are. T

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The rise and fall of Margaret Cho 


Films I'm the One That I Want' at Warfield 


by Richard Dodds 


M argaret Cho thought she 
had booked a one-way tick¬ 
et to the Valley of the Dolls. 
“I wanted to be Neely O’Hara 
so bad,” said the San Francisco- 
born comic. “I was taking every 
kind of prescription drug, plus 
Ecstasy and a lot of K.” And, like 
the character from Jacqueline Su- 
sann’s potboiler, she washed down 
the pills with buckets of booze. 

“I was thinking I should die of 
a drug overdose or alcoholism so 
that drag queens will dress up as 
me,” Cho said. “I felt like such a 
failure in my life that I thought I 
could at least succeed to the point 
of being this tragic heroine.” 

The four-year downward spiral 
began with All-American Girl, a 
failed TV sitcom that tried to make 
her live up to its title while every¬ 
thing inside was rebelling against 
this white-bread fabrication. After 
all, this is the woman whose com¬ 
edy routine included the observa¬ 
tion that being fisted makes her 
feel like Kermit the Frog. 

The rise and fall and rise of 
Margaret Cho is detailed in Vm 
the One That I Want, her off- 
Broadway hit that will arrive at 
the Warfield Theatre on Nov. 13. 
The one-woman performance is a 
major component in that latest 
rise, which has seen her reclaim 
her career, her dignity, and her 
happiness on her own terms. 


“The show travels with me 
through my journey doing my 
television show and the resulting 
four-year depression,” she said. “It 
was a really difficult experience, 
and it nearly destroyed me. But 
now I’m so glad I went through 
that because it taught me so much 
about how I should live my life.” 

Cho was a rising stand-up 
comic when, at 24, she was tapped 
to be the star of the country’s first 
sitcom focusing on Asian-Ameri- 
cans. “The show had so much po¬ 
litical baggage attached to it,” she 
said. “It was a very charged and 
loaded experience.” 

Crash and burn 

There were complaints that the 
show was too Asian and that it 
was not Asian enough. The net¬ 
work also told Cho that they 
would be happier with a thinner 
leading lady, and a crash-diet fu¬ 
eled with diet pills landed her in 
the hospital. 

“I was so insecure and so eaten 
up by this incredible machine,” 
she said. “The only reason I think 
I survived was because I could re¬ 
alize that it was just ludicrous and 
ultimately hilarious. That’s the 
part that I want to share.” 

Throughout the piece, Cho 
weaves in stories about growing 
up in San Francisco, her incredu¬ 
lous Korean-born mother, and 
her affinity for gay men. 

“There’s a special place that 
straight women and gay men can 


get to in a friendship,” she said. “It’s 
really a beautiful thing. I’m so glad 
I have that in my life.” She’s “a fag 
hag forever,” she proudly declared. 

“I was with this gay guy for, like, 
seven years, and we called each 
other husband and wife,” Cho said. 
“We didn’t have sex or anything, 
but were so close, and we literally 
had a divorce. It was really painful, 
and I thought I would never meet 
another gay man who would equal 
my first gay husband, and now I’ve 
found a new gay husband, and 
we’re very happy.” 

In her act, Cho talks about a 
current straight boyfriend, but 
she admitted that he’s a myth. 
“I’ve had them, of course, but I 
don’t have one right now,” she 
said. “They’re okay. But I don’t 
feel a lot of satisfaction in sex at 
the moment, so right now I would 
classify myself as nothing.” 

How about “queer?” “Oh, I’m 
absolutely queer,” she said. “I’m 
100 percent queer. I love that 
term, and I think it’s such a strong 
and beautiful things to say and 
feel about yourself.” 

Her audiences include “a lot of 
gay men, a lot of lesbians, a lot of 
women, a lot of really smart people, 
a lot of people of color.

* \ im Miller is quick to share 
\ the secret of his shtick. Just a 
1 few moments into Glory Box, 
he breaks off a political harangue, 
telling the audience that it First 
must be softened up with some 
humor and good-natured nudity. 

That his anger has been re¬ 
vealed as a dramatic tool makes it 
less threatening when it is finally 
evoked. And as convincingly 
wrought as Miller can be, we 
know he can snap into another 
mood in the flash of a light cue. 

Yet if Glory Box follows the for¬ 
mula of such past Miller shows as 
Shirts and Skin and My Queer 
Body, there is a palpable passion 
that transcends the stage tech¬ 
niques. This time, Miller is fight¬ 
ing for his honey and his home. 

Miller met Australian writer 
Alistair McCartney in 1994, and 
they have managed to live togeth¬ 
er in the United States by playing 
the visa game. But as the last op¬ 
tions run out, Miller and McCart¬ 
ney face a choice of living in sep¬ 
arate countries or moving to a 
land where their relationship 
would afford them the same do¬ 
mestic rights that heterosexuals 
take for granted. 

Miller may rant and rave 
against America, but he makes it 
clear that he will only leave kick¬ 
ing and screaming if the night¬ 
mare scenario he weaves through 
the 65-minute piece comes to 
pass. He also shares childhood 
memories of wanting to marry 
other boys and the stresses that 
INS uncertainties have caused in 
the relationship he would most 
like to make into a marriage. 

Though he can sometimes

push too hard for evocative im¬ 
agery, Miller more often than not 
comes up with potent word pic¬ 
tures. In describing his boyfriend, 
Miller says, “He has two swoops of 
hair on his forehead like a curtain 
parting on a hopeful second act.” 
He describes how safe he feels 
nuzzling Alistair in the air since 
“an airplane is a homophobia de¬ 
militarized zone.” And the Aus¬ 
tralian term “glory box” and its 
American equivalent “hope chest” 
provide obvious opportunities 
that Miller effectively mines. 

This is only the second engage¬ 
ment for Glory Box, perhaps ac¬ 
counting for some of the serious 
word stumbles on opening night. 
But if moments were under¬ 
mined, a potent message re¬ 
mained clear. Gay and lesbians in 
this country may feel they are free, 
but how they love can still be 
ruled by the color of a passport. T

42nd Street Moon's 'The Grass Harp'

S ome say The Grass Harp was 
ahead of its time. Others 
contend that the musical 
was behind the times for the 
Broadway of 1971. But most like¬ 
ly, Broadway of any era is ab¬ 
solutely the wrong place for this 
twee tale taken from Truman 
Capote. 

Its charms are in its very 
fragility that a slick and expensive 
production could easily crush. 
Better it should have warmth and 
heart, even on a shoestring, much 
as The Fantasticks has thrived best 
under humble circumstances. 

While humble may not be the 
precise term for 42nd Street 
Moon’s staged concert production 


of The Grass Harp, it is stripped to 
its essentials. With no sets, no 
props, and just enough costuming 
to suggest character, this whimsi¬ 
cal musical can bloom like the en¬ 
chanted flowers its lyrics evoke. 

Back in 1971, the musical’s im¬ 
ages of free love, flower power, 
magic elixirs, bad capitalists, and a 
happy extended family living in a 
treehouse must have struck New 
York audiences and critics as a 
precious paean to fading hippies. 
But it actually all dates back to 
1951 and Capote’s original novel¬ 
la inspired by his childhood living 
with his two eccentric aunts. 

Dollyheart Talbo is a shy, cow¬ 
ering, undeveloped woman who 
has spent a lifetime being bossed 
by her scold of a sister Verena. 
When Verena takes up with a con 


man, she conspires to steal the 
formula for Dolly’s dropsy cure 
medicine so she can be “big rich.” 
Dolly escapes to a treehouse, 
along with her nephew, his girl¬ 
friend, a woman who imagines 
she’s an Indian, and an evangeli¬ 
cal lady preacher with a brood of 
love children in tow. 

Kenward Elmslie’s adaptation 
of Capote can grow wordy, and 
with all these quirky characters 
floating around, it’s hard to sus¬ 
tain a focus. But Elmslie, who is 
best known as a poet, has provid¬ 
ed delightful and poignant lyrics 
to Claibe Richardson’s rich and 
tuneful music. 

Delicate delivery 

Susan Watson, a genuine 
Broadway-star ingenue of the 
’60s, delivers a delicately appeal¬ 
ing performance as Dolly, and her 
sweet soprano now has a vulnera¬ 
bility that complements her char¬ 
acter. Lucinda Hitchcock-Cone 
gets the acting prize for this pro¬ 
duction with her comically fussy 
and frowning portrait of sister 
Verena. 

Meg Mackay is a delight as Sis¬ 
ter Babylove, who stops the show 
belting out “The Babylove Mira¬ 
cle Show” with her quartet of chil¬ 
dren. And watch out for Daniel 
Bernstein as the youngster known 
as Burmashave; he may grow up 
to be another Milton Berle or, 
God help us, Jerry Lewis. 

As the sassy Choctaw 
wannabe, Baomi Butts-Bhanji

knows how to get a laugh with a 
gesture, a look, and an inflection. 
And she expertly puts over two of 
the show’s best comic numbers, 
the saucy “Marry with Me” and 
the wonderfully absurd “Indian 
Blues.” Steven Patterson, as the 
nefarious pharmaceutical engi¬ 
neer, justifies the return of the 
long-lost song “Brazil” to the 
score with his swaggering song- 
and-dance delivery. 


Directed with sensitivity and 
finesse by Greg MacKellan, The 
Grass Harp may never be right for 
Broadway, but it is exquisitely at 
home at 42nd Street Moon. Y

role in a Kathleen Turner movie. 
She also recounts her days living 
in a creepy show-biz hotel. 

“The story is a composite ex¬ 
trapolation of my experiences in 
LA. I wrote it out of vengeance. 
But this is definitely an alter-ego 
character,” Gomez said. “If I actu¬ 
ally had the jaywalker’s life, I 
wouldn’t go on.” 

She almost didn’t. After CAA, 
the powerful agency that lured her 
to Los Angeles, dropped her, she 
became an enervated, reclusive 
couch potato whose main exercise 
was feeding her face. On a trip to 
New York, she made a snap deci¬ 
sion to make it home. 

“There was no point in staying 
in Los Angeles,” she said. “I had 
my 15 minutes of buzz, and it did¬ 
n’t happen. I took a break from all 
of it and went back to the way it 
was in the ’80s.” 

Gomez spent her early years in 
Spanish Harlem, before moving to 
a Long Island suburb after her par¬ 
ents divorced when she was 12. 
Her Cuban-born father was a pop¬ 
ular entertainer in the ’50s and ’60s 
who eventually succumbed to al¬ 
cohol and cocaine. Her Puerto 
Rican mother was an exotic dancer 
who spent her final years suffering 
from Alzheimer’s disease. 

Neither took well to the news 
that their daughter was a lesbian, 
and the unpleasantness that en¬ 


sued brought her to San Francis¬ 
co. Gomez eventually created 
shows about each of them, her 
way of coming to terms with her 
family. But that came years after 
she had cut her teeth as an open- 
mike comic, wavering in and out 
of the closet, until she began 
working with Tom Ammiano at 
Valencia Rose. 

“Tom was strict about that,” 
she said. “He let you know there 
was only way to be: out.” 

Gomez plans to reregister in 
San Francisco so she can vote for 
Ammiano. “I know and like Tom,” 
she said. “Besides, I have a per¬ 
sonal vendetta against Willie 
Brown. He cruised my [former] 
girlfriend at Stars. He looked her 
up and down in such a wolfish 
way.” 

Gomez has been so taken with 
the energies produced by the elec¬ 
tion that she’s thinking about 
making San Francisco her full¬ 
time home again. “I’ve been walk¬ 
ing around,” she said, “like I just 
had incredible sex.” 

She slipped back on her sun¬ 
glasses. It was time to walk the 
dog. 

“You know, my life is good,” 
Gomez said. “I had a moment of 
delusion. But I don’t think I ever 
wanted to be famous. I just want¬ 
ed a little cash.” Y

Unmotivated histrionics are film's undoing

unclear until the end of the film. 
With the central character already 
dead, and a large supporting cast 
whose roles are not well defined, 
it becomes difficult to identify 
with — or care about — the char¬ 
acters and what happens to them 
onscreen. 

Trysts and tranny 

The first half of the film takes 
place on the train, and the second 
half in Limoges at the home of 
Lucien. The young Bruno (Sylvain 
Jacques) is HIV-positive. He had 
an affair with Francois (Pascal 
Greggory), the former lover of the 
deceased. But Bruno has a tryst on 
the train with Louis (Bruno Tode- 
schini), Francois’ current lover. 
This does not go down well. 
Meanwhile, Lucien resents the 
fact that his son was closer to the 
deceased than to his own father. 
But the need for the deceased to 
“adopt” Lucien’s son as his own is 


rationalized by the fact that the 
painter’s own son is an attractive 
transsexual (played by the hunky 
Vincent Perez from Indochine). 
There is also a pregnant former 
junkie and an ancient doyenne 
thrown in for good measure, but 
the whole of the film becomes 
much less than the sum of its dis¬ 
parate parts. 

It is possible that Those Who 
Love Me spoke more eloquently to 
a French audience than to an 
American one. It did win three 
Cesars (the French equivalent of 
the Oscar) for cinematography, 
screenplay, and best supporting 
actress. But most American view¬ 
ers will be better served by wait¬ 
ing for a different French train. ▼

|| ne of the blessings of con- 
;; ” temporary French films is 
ipP the remarkable equivalency 
granted to gay and straight rela¬ 
tionships. And one of the curses 
of the genre is an inordinate fond¬ 
ness for melodrama in the depic¬ 
tion of familial relations. Both of 
these qualities are front and center 
in Patrice Chereau’s Those Who 
Love Me Can Take the Train, a film 
that is essentially a two-hour riot 
of over-the-top histrionics. 

Jean-Louis Trintingnant, aging 
icon of French cinema, plays the 
deceased artist Jean Baptiste, as 
well as his surviving brother, Lu¬ 
cien. Jean Baptiste insists on burial 
in Limoges, thereby forcing his 
mourners to take the long train 
journey from Paris for his inter¬ 
ment. The predominantly (but not 
exclusively) homosexual painter is 
remembered by lovers and rela¬ 
tives who pack two railroad cars 
for the journey through the coun¬ 
tryside, sharing their emotional 
dysfunction with each other. 

Those Who Love Me opens 
with the chaotic rush of passen¬ 
gers heading for the departing 
train and a voiceover narration by 
the deceased, ostensibly taken 
from an interview he gave before 
his death. Eric Gautier’s cine¬ 
matography heavily relies on 
hand-held camera movements 
and extreme close-ups, tech¬ 
niques that seem self-conscious 
and pretentious here. The screen¬ 
play by director Chereau, Daniele 
Thompson, and Pierre Trividic 
highlights emotional confronta¬ 
tion, but the precise relationships 
between the characters remain

self-loathing on the two poofters. 

The scene demonstrates Ari 
and Johnny’s radically different 
views of being gay. “What Johnny 
is saying to Ari is, ‘Look, I go out 
there and declare who I am,”’ says 
Kokkinos. “Johnny feels that is the 
only way to be free, whereas Ari 
believes the opposite — the only 
way he can be free and defiant is 
to keep his secrets, never to reveal 
who he really is, because there 
could be drastic consequences. In 
the cop scene, Johnny is able to 
stand up to the cop, totally un¬ 
afraid of what’s about to happen 
to him. And in a lot of ways, the 
young ‘wog’ cop is put in a posi¬ 
tion where he sees Johnny and is 
ashamed of him. In a micro sense, 
the young Greek cop represents 
the ambivalent sort of relation¬ 
ship that Greek men have to their 
own masculinity, and the way in 
which they perceive women.” 

Kokkinos adds that while Ari 
feels bad about Johnny’s beating 
by the cops, he also feels helpless 
to intervene. “What I’m presenting 
in the film is that there’s complex¬ 
ity to these questions, and Ari is a 
bit of an anti-hero. He does stay 
true to himself by the end, but he’s 
shaken by the experience as well. 
What I love about the Johnny/Tula 
character is that he’s challenging 
both Ari and everyone in the film.” 

As with her pioneering short, 
Only The Brave, Kokkinos tried 
with Head On, her first feature, to 
detonate some cutesy stereotypes 
and myths about the fun-loving 
Aussie culture. She feels that the 
world is less aware than it should 
be of the dark underside of racism 
and immigrant-bashing, as well as 
the ethnic self-loathing concealed 
by the success of hits like Croco¬ 
dile Dundee and Strictly Ballroom. 
Specifically, Kokkinos and her 
co-screenwriters Mira Robertson 
and Andrew Bovell sought to take 
the nasty British racist slang word 
“wog” and deconstruct its mean¬ 
ing, in the same way African- 
Americans have sought propri¬ 
etary use of the “N” word. 

During his mad 24-hour 
odyssey through Melbourne, Ari 
leans out of his friend’s car to curse 


Something 

Different

A na Kokkinos’ debut feature 
Head On was one of the 
more distinctive entries in 
this year’s Lesbian and Gay Film 
Festival, not least because it threw 
out once and for all the foolish 
notion that women can’t direct 
hot gay sex scenes. But Head On is 
more than the string of brutal 
anonymous sex encounters that 
litter the plot like so many used 
rubbers. The film is a superior ex¬ 
ercise in generational angst — in 
this case, the angst-ridden youth 
is gorgeous 19-year-old Ari (Alex 
Dimitriades), a semi-closet case 
who spends his time snorting 
coke, getting blown by mostly 
ugly strangers (or blowing them), 
and trying to find a fit in a world 
that won’t have him. 

Ari’s a double outsider, gay and 
a Greek living in Australia. His 
parents are fervid Greek national¬ 
ists and former radical activists 
who alternately coddle and berate 
him, unable to understand that 
their values don’t mesh with his. 
Not that he’s totally outside. His 


conflict in this realm is one of the 
driving motifs here. In one of the 
film’s best scenes, his gruff father 
lures him into a traditional Greek 
dance in the family kitchen, and 
Ari succumbs to his father’s atten¬ 
tion with a kind of sorrowful des¬ 
peration — he’s quite capable of 
connecting with his heritage, but 
only temporarily, almost ironical¬ 
ly. Typically, the scene ends in a 
fight, with Ari attaching his trade¬ 
mark headphones, and storming 
away to quell his nervous rage 
with drugs or sex. 

As sultry and seductive as Ari 
is, his taste in men will send some 
viewers screaming for the exit. 
True to his compulsions, he acts 
instantly on his libido with little 
discrimination in who’s going to 
get him off. In one scene, that 
means making it with an unappe¬ 
tizing behemoth behind a ware¬ 
house. In another, he’s cruised at a 
club by a troll who looks like a 
prehistoric Mormon elder. In a 
paroxysm of lust, he falls to his 
knees before said troll, who uses 
Ari’s “sweet mouth” in a noisy 
back-alley blowjob. 

Ari’s relationship with his clos¬ 


et is tentative, toying — he’s con¬ 
stantly bringing up his own ho¬ 
mosexuality in a mocking way, 
grabbing his friends’ asses, insist¬ 
ing they all go to gay clubs, press¬ 
ing on the closet door without 
quite daring to open it. The film 
makes clear that he can’t relax into 
his own gayness; he’s too fearful 
and driven for the kind of 
self-analysis that would require. 
The film also presents an intrigu¬ 
ing drag queen, his friend Johnny 
aka Toula (Paul Capsis), as a kind 
of moral yardstick Ari can never 
measure up to. Johnny travels in 
the same circles as Ari, and the two 
are obviously close, but Johnny’s 
insistence on speaking out and liv¬ 
ing the way he wants only makes 
Ari more nervous. In a powerful 
scene, the two are picked up by the 
police, stripped, and assaulted by 
a racist white cop and his confused 
young Greek assistant, who’s mor¬ 
tified by what he sees as the pair’s 
repudiation of everything noble in

their heritage. And while Johnny, 
now the tranny Toula, bears the 
brunt of their violence, she 
emerges morally unscathed; Ari 
gets a lesser beating but surrenders 
something precious. 

The filigreeing of Head On 
with Greek cultural motifs gives 
the film a welcome density, and 
makes clear what Ari can never re¬ 
ally be a part of. Like Ari, the di¬ 
rector is both Greek and Aus¬ 
tralian, and she fleshes out the 
ghetto in which this group lives 
with panache. 

Kokkinos’ visual style is in¬ 
tense and arresting. She interpo¬ 
lates historical footage of Greek 


immigrants coming to Australia, 
suggesting the hold the past, how¬ 
ever distant, continues to have on 
a schizoid community. The jittery, 
often hand-held camera perfectly 
captures the chaos of their exis¬ 
tence, particularly Ari’s life. 

The acting is fine throughout, 
but the high point is Dimitriades’ 
brazen, no-holds-barred perfor¬ 
mance as Ari. Allegedly straight in 
real life, he’s at his most forceful in 
the gay sex scenes, particularly in 
an extended vicious encounter 
with a blonde boytoy who lusts 
after him. Kokkinos pulls us inside 
his private chaos in such scenes. 
Voiceovers lifted directly from 
Loaded, the novel on which the 
film is based, evoke Ari’s despera¬ 
tion and bare survival: “I’m sliding 
toward the sewer... I can smell the 
shit. But I’m still breathing.” ▼

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Islamic immigrants, calling them 
“wogs” who need to get over their 
idea that God is going to save them. 
Kokkinos insists that Ari is not 
being racist, but is merely reflecting 
the younger generation’s view that 
the Old Country religious tradi¬ 
tions oppress them and keep them 
from exercising their freedom. In 
fact, this complicated use of the 
word wog far exceeds poofter as 
Head On’s insult of choice. 

The film is based on author 
Christos Tsiolkas’ Loaded, which 
tells Ari’s story by staying inside 
his head. The filmmakers were 
confronted with the considerable 
challenge of transforming the 
book’s largely passive hero into a 
very hands-on sexy guy whom au¬ 
diences would gleefully follow on 
a wild rollercoaster ride of am¬ 
phetamine-driven quickie and 
sometimes violent sex, with pit 
stops for illegal card games, Greek 
folk dancing and fortune-telling. 
His best friend’s mother tell Ari’s 
fortune, and it’s clear she sees a 
male face in the picture. Recover¬ 
ing her composure, she urges him 
to go out and get married so as to 
drive away whatever demons un¬ 
bridled sodomy might attract. 

In the end, love does track Ari 
down in the form of a nice white 
boy named Sean, whose deal- 
clincher is to tell Ari how much he 
reminds him of John Cusack in 
The Grifters. When this one night 
stand goes awry, all Ari can say is, 
“I’m sorry, I’m sorry, I’m sorry.” 
Kokkinos says she was deter¬ 
mined to give young fans of the 
film an open ending, while allow¬ 
ing older viewers to see that this 
ultimate sexy survivor may some¬ 
day grow up. ▼

W hen singer Marc Almond 
was younger, he thought 
the tragic lives of Elvis 
Presley, Judy Garland, Edith Piaf 
and others of his musical idols 
seemed terribly glamorous. In his 
eyes, mental instability, substance 
abuse and slit wrists only added to 
the allure of a mesmerizing pop 
figure. But Almond found he 
could no longer romanticize de¬ 
spair and self-destructiveness 
when they became part of his own 
life. 

“I may look small, but I’m 
quite a strong, tough person, and 
even then, the period from the 
mid-’80s through the mid-’90s al¬ 
most finished me off,” the British 
singer says in a telephone inter¬ 
view from New York, where he 
performed a couple of shows in 
September. “I was nearly bank¬ 
rupt. I nearly lost all my friends. I 
nearly lost my life on two or three 
different occasions.” 

The cause of all his troubles — 
an addiction to drugs and alcohol 
— is so predictable, such a 
rock-star cliche, that Almond 
seems a little embarrassed even to 
talk about it. The addictions 
began with the rise of his hugely, 
albeit briefly, successful NewWave 
band Soft Cell in the early ’80s, 
and continued well into his re¬ 
spected subsequent solo career. 
The title of the 1983 Soft Cell 
album, The Art of Falling Apart,

was prescient, given Almond’s 
ability to remain creative and 
functional in the midst of a 
drug-fueled breakdown. 

“My life was going to pieces, 
but I managed to keep it all to¬ 
gether by a thread,” explains Al¬ 
mond, “so that even as I was 
falling apart inside, I was still get¬ 
ting up there and singing. I be¬ 
came great at putting on all kinds 
of masks and all kinds of fronts.” 

After a couple of suicide at¬ 
tempts and countless bouts of se¬ 
vere depression, Almond finally 
checked himself into a 
drug-and-alcohol rehabilitation 
clinic in the mid-’90s. The 
41-year-old singer writes about 
rehab.and many other painful 
episodes in his life in an autobi¬ 
ography due out early next year, 
Tainted Life, the title of which is a 
rather obvious play on the name 
of Soft Cell’s biggest hit, “Tainted 
Love.” While he says writing the 
book was cathartic, Almond in¬ 
sists he would never write a mem¬ 
oir solely as a means of therapy. 

“I think it’s always going to be 
therapeutic to write about your 
life, but at the same time you have 
to remember you’re writing for 
other people,” says the singer. “I 
want to be entertaining. I’m writ¬ 
ing for fans who might want to 
know about all the different al¬ 
bums I’ve done, and what I was 
going through at the time of those 
albums. 

“You know, it’s not all about 
my personal troubles. A large part 
of the book is really a journey 
through the record business by 
someone who’s been on lots of 
different labels, who’s always been 


at odds with the music business 
swells. It’s about the whole bizarre 
absurdity of it all, the nonsense 
you have to put up with when you 
become part of that world.” 

‘Too gay’ 

Just some of the nonsense Al¬ 
mond had to put up with early in 
his career were the efforts of 
record company executives to 
keep the always-out performer, 
who rarely took the stage in the 
’80s without wearing a smear of 
lipstick and gobs of eyeliner, from 
acting “too gay.” Even harder to 
take than the admonishments of 
homophobic execs was the flak 
Almond got from certain gay crit¬ 
ics. British scribe John Gill, for in¬ 
stance, once wrote that the singer 
“insisted on encoding the queer¬ 
ness (of his music) in a hammy 
drag act, part Garland, part Piaf, 
part Ida Lupino in the final reels 
of High Sierra.” In his book Queer 
Noises, Gill recalls that Almond’s 
response to his comments was to 
send the writer a package con¬ 
taining a gay porn magazine, a 
small pack of tissues and a slab of 
raw liver. 

The Garland comparison was 
actually quite flattering to Al¬ 
mond, who included the tribute 
“Saint Judy” on his 1987 album 
Mother Fist...and her Five Daugh¬ 
ters. That’s just one example of 
the queer themes and iconogra¬ 
phy that can be found on his 20 or 
so solo recordings, which, not sur¬ 
prisingly, have been much more 
successful in Britain and Europe 
than in the US. 

The Brits particularly took to a 
duet he sang with reedy-voiced 
veteran crooner Gene Pitney on 
the love song “Something’s Got a 
Hold of My Heart.” Almond and 
Pitney — an unexpectedly sexy 
vocal pairing — topped the 
British charts with the tune in 
1989. 

Almond offers more conven¬ 
tional duets with former Sneaker 
Pimps vocalist Kelly Ali and for¬ 
mer Banshees/current Creatures 
vocalist Siouxsie Sioux on his lat¬ 
est CD, Open All Night. But nei¬ 
ther guest vocalist sounds as in 
their element with the album’s 
languid torch songs as does the 
smoky-voiced Almond. These are 
the kind of dark cabaret numbers 
that he performed on some of his 
earliest solo records, but on Open 
All Night he’s given them a stark, 
electronic setting. 

Almond says the CD is really 
just a melange of the kind of 
music he’s been listening to lately. 
“I’ve been digging back into my 
record collection and playing 
Nina Simone and Sinatra and Bil¬ 
lie Holiday and Peggy Lee, so 
there’s a whole jazz and blues feel 
on the new record. But at the 
same time I was listening to a lot 
of late-night, sort of trip-hop 
music, things like Tricky and Por- 
tishead. I found that the 
slowed-down, smoky beats of 
trip-hop were the perfect musical

Attitude to the tits

R iot girls have a long and 
noble history that extends 
far back beyond Hole and 
Courtney Love. No doubt the ex¬ 
perts in this realm can trace the 
lineage to some ancient Greek is¬ 
land or Neanderthal cave, but for 
those who haven’t kept up with 
riot girl archaeology, the 1950s 
and ’60s was certainly a rich peri¬ 
od for the phenomenon. Between 
Roger Corman and Ed Wood and 
a slew of forgotten auteurs, there 
were enough girl gangs, vicious 
debutantes, quasi-lesbian teen 
killers, and other such cinematic 
renegades to terrorize many a 
suburban parent and enchant 
misfit adolescent girls throughout 
the land. 

A fascinating oddity of the 
genre is having a brief revival as 
part of the Yerba Buena Center for 
the Art’s “Retro Cult Classics” se¬ 
ries. Lou Adler’s Ladies and Gen¬ 
tlemen, the Fabulous Stains (1982), 
unlike most riot girl movies, was 
made for a major studio, Para¬ 
mount. But the execs were so un¬ 
hinged by the film’s strange tone 
that they refused to release it. This 
consigned Stains to a footnote in 
film history and ended Adler’s 
movie career — never prolific (his 
only previous credit was Cheech 
and Chong’s Up in Smoke), he 
never directed again. 

That said, Stains deserves no¬ 


tice first and foremost as a wel¬ 
come respite from all those mush¬ 
brained John Hughes teen epics of 
the ’80s. The fabulous Diane Lane 
plays Corinne Burns, a sexy, 
angst-ridden teen who’s ready to 
take out her anxiety on an unsus¬ 
pecting world. With a couple of 
her mates — including a lanky 
young Laura Dern — she forms a 
rock group without bothering to 
learn how to sing or play. The 
Stains get their first taste of suc¬ 
cess tagging along with a busload 
of fading rockers — the has-been 
Metal Corpses, and a British band 
composed of ex-Sex Pistols Paul 
Cook and Steve Jones and Clash 
bassist Paul Simonon. In the inex¬ 
plicable way such things happen, 
Corinne and her pals leapfrog the 
men and become overnight stars, 
in spite of sounding much like the 
early Shaggs. 

The Stains’ lack of talent is no 
stumbling block to success; in this 
insular world, attitude is all, and 
Corinne has it to the tits. Like the 
Monkees or the Archies, she and 
her group are calculated fabrica¬ 
tions, but in this case they’re their 
own creations. Clever Corinne pi¬ 
oneers an apparently unforget¬ 
table look — “skunk” hairdo, 
lightning eye makeup, little black 
lace panties — and follows up the 
image by verbally assaulting her 
audience and droning songs with 
too apt titles like “I’m a Waste of 
Time.” She energizes what looks 
like an army of teen girls, who be¬ 


come clones of her right down to 
the hair and panties and duplici¬ 
tous mantra “We don’t put out!” 

Piggyback ride 

This ambitious riot girl’s rise 
takes place on the back of her 
boyfriend, hunky Brit Billy (Ray 
Winstone), whose punk style and 
playlist she gleefully appropriates. 
Of course, fame is fickle, and poor 
Corinne is eventually exposed as 
a fraud, ripped off by her manag¬ 
er, attacked by her audience, re¬ 
jected by Billy, and booted out of 
the business. In a fabulously weird 
ending that looks like it was 
tacked on to impress Paramount 
and perhaps save the film, the 
group is seen in resurrection, per¬ 
forming what looks like years later 
on a cynical MTV-like video. 

The tone of the film is some¬ 
times hokey and often bitter, with 
director Adler taking potshots at 
a number of targets. With the 
Metal Corpses, led by the Tubes’ 
Fee Waybill, he skewers those 
wretched old rockers who contin¬ 
ue to play long after they’ve lost 
their spark. He hits the media in 
droll scenes of two newscasters ar¬ 
guing the merits of the Stains. 
Most merciless is the film’s take 
on the music industry. In Adler’s 
view, everyone’s a fake, from the 
self-absorbed rockers to fickle au¬ 
diences to conniving manager to 
Corinne herself. 

There’s lots of good pop/punk 
music — not surprising, given

setting for the kind of jazz and 
blues songs I was writing.” 

As you might gather from the 
title, the music on Open All Night 
is meant to evoke the mood and 
atmosphere of a club in the wee 
hours of the morning. “If I had 
my own personal after-hours 
nightclub, this would be the 
soundtrack,” explains Almond. “It 
would be the kind of place where 
you’d go to meet a friend or find a 


lover or just spend some time. It 
would be a warm and intimate, 
slightly bohemian place, all in red 
velvet and smoke, with crackling 
neon above the door.” 

It’s clear that Almond, howev¬ 
er newly clean and sober he may 
be, is still something of a club- 
crawler. The singer says he partic¬ 
ularly likes going to 
out-of-the-way nightspots in 
strange cities, where he can be 
anonymous and observe the peo¬ 
ple and surroundings that often 
find their way into his songs. If his 
schedule permits, he looks for¬ 


ward to exploring a few clubs 
while he’s in San Francisco, but he 
does have one request of any po¬ 
tential tour guides. 

“People always want to take 
me to the glamorous places where 
you can be seen,” complains Al¬ 
mond. “But I’d rather go to the 
kind of places where you can’t be 
seen. They’re much more interest¬ 
ing.” T

Adler’s prominence as a music 
producer. And the acting is solid 
throughout, particularly the ener¬ 
getic Ray Winstone as Corinne’s 
violent boyfriend, and Fee Waybill 
doing a dead-on impression of a 
ridiculously egotistical old fool 
dressed in spandex and Kiss eye 
shadow.

History lessons 

first there was “Creating 
!■ Our History,” then “De- 
I fending Our History,” 
and now “Surviving Our His¬ 
tory,” a trio of programs per¬ 
fect for millennial introspec¬ 
tion, in which panelists and 
audience members addressed 
(and will continue to address 
this Saturday, November 13 at 
the San Francisco Main Li¬ 
brary) the topic, “Queer at the 
End of the Century: Bay Area 
Conversations About Gender, 

Race and Class.” 

First came a look at our 
queer creation stories, but ours 
was never exactly a Garden of 
Eden. Perhaps our seeds were 
sown shortly after the Big 
Bang, but ever since then, his¬ 
tory texts have had a way of 
grossly distorting things. Sorting out the mess and writing something 
with some degree of accuracy takes special dedication and much dis¬ 
cussion. So Susan Stryker, executive director of the Gay & Lesbian 
Historical Society of Northern California and a Social Science Re¬ 
search Council Post-Doctoral Fellow in Sexuality Studies at Stanford, 
took on the task of raising the issues, getting panelists to focus on how 
the queer community is portrayed in traditional history texts, how 
those resources are being re-examined, and how new insights and re¬ 
search are reshaping the way our history is being written. 

Next came a panel of psychologists and educators examining 
the forces that shape anti-gay hostility and violence. They discussed 
the form and nature of discrimination, outlined the community’s 
response to violence, and considered how our increased visibility 
has heightened the public’s awareness of the reality of homopho¬ 
bia. Let there be no mistake: unless our historians, researchers, 
politicians, activists and others make concerted attempts at pro¬ 
mulgating accurate accounts of our struggle for equal rights, the 
enemies of openness will turn history to their own wicked ends. To 
win our rights, panelists such as these help to safeguard our histo¬ 
ry, lest it be wrested away from us and twisted into knots. 

Now comes the final segment in the series, in which Kate 
Kendell, executive director of the National Center for Lesbian 
Rights, moderates a panel on our community’s response to issues 
of life and death. She, along with Barbara Brenner of Breast Can¬ 
cer Action and Ernest Hopkins of the San Francisco AIDS Foun¬ 
dation, will consider how the realities of coping with AIDS and 
breast cancer have shaped our community. Have these struggles 
generated more interest among us in creating family units and rais¬ 
ing children? How successful can queer families be in the face of 
widespread indifference and hostility? And how have we become 
stronger as a result of our struggles? 

Our history is not written in stone, but ever evolving as we gain 
perspective on our fives. We ignore it at our peril. Only by taking an 
active part in discussing these issues can we hope to be understood 
by future generations, whether queer or straight. ▼

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Laughing Pan: 
Janies Broughton

E very movement has its 
muses. James Broughton 
probably would have 
copped to being a muse, or per¬ 
haps more accurately, a kind of 
smiling spirit guide to pleasurable 
realms beyond the none. It’s less 
likely he would have considered 
himself a leader of any move¬ 
ment. That in spite of the fact that 
by all accounts the West Coast ex¬ 
perimental film scene was mostly 
his creation with two short films, 
The Potted Psalm (1946) and 
Mother's Day (1948). Broughton 
is simply too individual for cate¬ 
gorization, even when the evi¬ 
dence for labeling him thus and 
such is overwhelming. But the 
lure of labels is too strong, so for 
the sake of shorthand, and with 
apologies to Broughton, we’ll call 
him a combination of poet, 
avant-garde film artist, and 
Dionysian gay sage. 

Broughton, born in Modesto, 
was 85 when he died in May, and 
the SF Cinematheque is celebrat¬ 
ing his legacy with Homage to 
James Broughton: Ecstasy for 
Everyone. This irresistible sampler 
starts with his beginnings with 
Mother’s Day, then moves into 
what for many fans is his most 
fruitful period, from the late ’60s 
to the early ’80s. 

Mother’s Day opens with a 
typically startling image, a 
send-up of the Pieta with a hap¬ 
less man being cradled by a stat¬ 
ue, one of a multiplicity of 
strange “mothers” in the film. 
Broughton’s playful attitude to¬ 
ward maturity and adulthood is 
evident immediately — this 
anti-tribute to Mother envisions 
Father as mostly a face in a frame, 
staring dourly; and the children 
as childlike adults, mindlessly 
playing hopscotch, shooting 
squirt guns, and fascinated by a 
spinning mandolin. The film uses 
titles in a mocking manner redo¬ 
lent of silent movies: “Mother 
was the loveliest woman in the 
world. And Mother wanted 
everything to be lovely.” Mother’s 
Day has jarring undertones in its 
bizarre images of ruined build¬ 
ings and inscrutable characters, 
but Broughton would take its 
motif of the child-man (and 
child-woman) and expand it to 
rhapsodic effect in his later work. 

Broughton was apparently 
mostly busy in the 1950s and ’60s 
with his poetry, but returned to 
filmmaking in 1968 with the fan¬ 
ciful The Bed. The film’s central 
image is arresting and hilariously 
absurd — an empty bed is travel¬ 


ing leisurely down a hill as if it 
were a car. Eventually it settles in a 
meadow and becomes the locus of 
all manner of strange scenarios 
and woodland trysts. Characters 
— mostly naked — appear sud¬ 
denly on its sheets. Broughton 
pops in as a kind of laughing Pan, 
sitting nude in a tree serenading a 
series of revelers. He ridicules 
conventional rituals when a 
woman arrives and officiously be¬ 
gins making up the bed. More 
typical, though, are the polymor¬ 
phous pleasures of wriggling bod¬ 
ies apparently liberated by the 
bed. Broughton brings nature in 
harmony with humanity in odd 
and intriguing ways, as when a 
woman in close-up encounters a 
spider and reaches out to kiss it. 
In another scene, a live lizard ap¬ 
pears to slither out of a man’s 
mouth. 

Broughton’s poetic skills are 
often highlighted in the films; such 
is the case is one of his boldest ef¬ 
forts, Song of the Godbody (1977). 
Here a male body — no doubt the 
filmmaker’s own, as it is featured 
in so much of his work — is 
shown in closeup, a kind of land¬ 
scape of flesh that the camera lov¬ 
ingly surveys. Broughton’s beatific 
words accompany this explo¬ 
ration: “This is my body, which 
speaks for itself. This is my body, 
which sings of itself.” The compar¬ 
isons to Whitman are inevitable, 
and Broughton is in a real sense 
Whitman’s heir, celebrating the 
male body and male bonding un¬ 
abashedly, and going further than 
Whitman in ways made possible 
in part by Broughton’s appearance 


in the world decades later. What 
Whitman said, Broughton can say 
and show. 

The Gardener of Eden (1981) is 
a brief document of his “honey¬ 
moon” with lover and frequent 
collaborator Joel Singer. The film 
was shot in Sri Lanka, and is typ¬ 
ical in its treatment of the trans¬ 
porting beauty of nature and its 
positioning of the person as a fun¬ 
damental part of it. Two years 
later he made the masterful Devo¬ 
tions, also with Singer. Set in San 
Francisco and featuring a gor¬ 
geous gamelan orchestra back¬ 
ground, the film imagines an ec¬ 
static world in which men are 
freed from tired, joyless conven¬ 
tion. Broughton again appears as 
the sweet seer, playing a pipe, se¬ 
ducing his players into scintillat¬ 
ing tableaux of union. His mostly 
naked men spend their time in 
loving embrace, washing each 
other, caressing, kissing. 
Broughton’s wit is never far away 
from his erotic celebrations: in 
one scene two men kiss on a 
rooftop, then slowly don nun’s 
habits and saunter away in the 
fading day. Later, a pair of leather 
queens whip up a souffle. Without 
being the least bit polemical, this 
graceful film, like all his work, 
shows the sweet rewards that 
come from living joyfully and, 
above all, authentically. ▼

AGENERASE is used only in combination with other anti-HIV medicines. When used in 
combination therapy, AGENERASE may help lower the amount of HIV found in your blood, 
raise CD4 (T) cell count, and keep your immune system as healthy as possible so that it 
can help fight infection. However, AGENERASE does not have these effects in all patients. 

What are the side effects of AGENERASE? 

Common side effects of AGENERASE are nausea, vomiting, diarrhea, rash, and a tingling 
sensation around the mouth. Severe or life-threatening rash has been reported. 

Contact your doctor if you have nausea, vomiting, diarrhea, or rash. Your doctor may be 
able to help you manage these symptoms. Your doctor will advise you whether your symp¬ 
toms can be managed on therapy or whether AGENERASE should be stopped. 

This list of side effects is not complete. Your doctor or pharmacist can discuss with you a 
more complete list of possible side effects with AGENERASE. Talk to your doctor promptly 
about any side effects you have. 

How should I take AGENERASE? 

Take AGENERASE exactly as your doctor prescribes it. The usual dosage for adults and 
adolescents (at least 13 years of age) is eight 150-mg soft gel capsules twice a day 
(morning and night), in combination with other anti-HIV medicines. 

AGENERASE can be taken with or without food. However, you should not take AGENERASE 
with a high-fat meal because this could reduce the effectiveness of AGENERASE. 

What should I do if I miss a dose of AGENERASE? 

To help make sure that your anti-HIV therapy is as effective as possible, be very careful to 
take all of your medication exactly as your doctor prescribed it and do not skip any doses. 

If you miss a dose of AGENERASE by more than 4 hours, wait and take the next dose at 
the regularly scheduled time. However, if you miss a dose by fewer than 4 hours, take your 
missed dose immediately. Then take your next dose at the regularly scheduled time. Do not 
take more or less than your prescribed dose of AGENERASE at any one time. 

When your supply of AGENERASE or other anti-HIV drugs starts to run low, arrange to get 
more from your doctor or pharmacy. It is very important that you take anti-HIV drugs as 
prescribed by your doctor because the amount of virus in your blood may increase if one 
or more of the drugs is stopped, even for a short time. 

Can AGENERASE be taken with other medications? 

Protease inhibitors, including AGENERASE, may interact with other drugs, including those 
you take without a prescription. Before you take AGENERASE, tell your doctor about any 
drugs that you are taking or planning to take including non-prescription drugs. 

• You should not take any of the following medications with AGENERASE because 
serious or life-threatening problems could occur.* 

Halcion® (triazolam) Propulsid® (cisapride) 

Hismanal® (astemizole) Versed® (midazolam) 

Ergot medications (Cafergot® and others) Vascor® (bepridil) 

• You should also not take rifampin with AGENERASE because this drug reduces the 
effectiveness of AGENERASE. Rifampin is also known as: Rifadin® Rifamate® Rifater^ 
and Rimactane? 

• Serious and/or life-threatening drug interactions can also occur if you take AGENERASE 
with any of the following drugs.* If you need to take any of these drugs, your doctor may 
closely monitor the amount of drug in your blood to minimize potential problems. 
Cordarone® (amiodarone) 

Phenobarbital 
Dilantin® (phenytoin) 

Lidocaine 

Coumadin® (warfarin) 

(quinidine) Quinaglute® Cardioquin® Quinidex® 

Antidepressants such as Elavil® (amitriptyline), Norpramin® (desipramine), 

Pamelor® (nortriptyline), Tofranil® (imipramine) 

• Before you take Viagra® (sildenafil) with AGENERASE, talk to your doctor about possible 
drug interactions and side effects. If you take Viagra and AGENERASE together, you 
may be at increased risk of side effects of Viagra such as low blood pressure, visual 
changes, and penile erection lasting more than 4 hours. If an erection lasts longer than 4 
hours, you should seek immediate medical assistance to avoid permanent damage to your 
penis. Your doctor can explain these symptoms to you. 


• If you use birth control pills, talk to your doctor about choosing a different type of contra¬ 
ceptive, since AGENERASE may reduce the effectiveness of some birth control pills. 

• Because AGENERASE Capsules and Oral Solution contain large amounts of vitamin E, 
you should not take additional vitamin E while taking AGENERASE. 

• Special considerations:* 

If you take AGENERASE with Mycobutin® (rifabutin), your doctor will lower the dose of Mycobutin. 

If you take AGENERASE with Videx® (didanosine, ddl), take them at least 1 hour apart. 

If you take AGENERASE with antacids, take them at least 1 hour apart. 

Does AGENERASE cure HIV infection or AIDS? 

AGENERASE does not cure HIV infection or AIDS. At this time we do not know if 
AGENERASE will help you live longer or have fewer of the medical problems (opportunistic 
infections) that are associated with HIV infection or AIDS. Because of this, you must be 
sure to be seen regularly by your healthcare professional. 

Does AGENERASE reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 

No. AGENERASE, as well as other anti-HIV medications, has not been shown to reduce 
the risk of passing HIV to others through sexual contact or blood contamination. Continue 
to practice safe sex and do not use or share dirty needles. 

Who should not take AGENERASE? 

Do not take AGENERASE if you have had a serious allergic reaction to AGENERASE 
or any of its ingredients. If you have liver disease, your dosage of AGENERASE may 
have to be adjusted. 

If you are allergic to sulfa drugs, you should inform your doctor. 

Can children take AGENERASE? 

Children from 4 to 12 years of age can also take AGENERASE. Your doctor will tell you if 
the oral solution or capsule is best for your child. Your child’s doctor will decide the right 
dose based on your child’s weight and age. AGENERASE has not been studied in children 
under 4 years of age. 

Can pregnant women and nursing mothers take AGENERASE? 

AGENERASE has not been studied in pregnant women and the risk to the unborn child 
is not known. Talk to your doctor if you are pregnant or if you become pregnant while 
taking AGENERASE. 

Mothers with HIV should not breastfeed their infants because HIV in the breast milk can 
infect the infant. 

What other medical conditions should I discuss with my doctor? 

Talk to your doctor if you are pregnant or if you become pregnant while you are taking 
AGENERASE. 

Also talk to your doctor if you have hemophilia or problems with your liver. 

How should I store AGENERASE Capsules and Oral Solution? 

AGENERASE Capsules and Oral Solution should be stored at room temperature and 
should not be refrigerated. 

Other information: 

This medication is prescribed for a particular condition. Do not use it for any other 
condition or give it to anybody else. Keep AGENERASE and all medicines out of the 
reach of children. 

Ask a healthcare professional any questions you may have about AGENERASE.

Loose lips 

“Our lips are as close as they 
can be without actually touching.” 
That breathtaking line begins the 
first story in Lip Service, a collec¬ 
tion of some of the most sexually 
adventurous stories I’ve ever read 
(one-handed, I must confess, all 
the way through). Selecting fa¬ 
vorites among the gems in this 
anthology is much more difficult 
than simply choosing a favorite 
child. “How I Ended Up on My 
Back” by Annie M. Evans deserves 
mention, certainly, as a story that 
more than lives up to that stun¬ 
ning first line, but so does 
“Pearls,” Jeannie Sullivan’s tale of 
a trip to a mall that is (curse my 
wretched luck) like no shopping 
trip I’ve ever taken. If you’ve ever 
wished to torture an ex-lover with 
the news that your sex life is much 


In the calls for submissions, first¬ 
time writers and women of color 
were especially encouraged. I 
wanted the stories to reflect dif¬ 
ferent kinds of proclivities, and I 
also wanted a wide variety of 
styles. Racial balance and various 
class issues were very important as 
well. I had a chart so that I could 
keep track of, for example, how 
many fist-fucking stories I had. 

What's great about Lip Service is 
that it doesn't read like some¬ 
thing put together with a chart. I 
was particularly amazed by how 
erotic the stories dealing with 
sadomasochism were — normally 
that's a practice I find repellent, 
and not a turn-on. 

I think that reflects where we as a 
culture are with s/m. It’s more 


very light bondage, with lots of 
play, very soft and not at all brutal. 
The partners in these stories have 
been together a long time, and 
they know they can trust one an¬ 
other to be perfectly safe. T

y first mistake was think¬ 
ing I could read Jess Wells’ 
new novel, The Price of 
Passion (Firebrand, $10.95), on the 
bus. Somewhere in the first 20 
pages or so, I realized that I was ei¬ 
ther going to have to stop reading 
or risk imminent arrest for lewd 
behavior and lascivious breathing 
in public. My second mistake was 
taking Lip Service (alluring new 
erotica edited by Jess Wells, 
Alyson, $12.95) with me when I 
was asked to baby-sit for a friend. 
After the six-year-old was asleep, I 
began to read Lip Service, and 
within the very first story, realized 
that I had either to lock myself in 
the bathroom, and hope my 
young friend didn’t wake up and 
that his parents didn’t come home 
early, or switch to significantly less 
(read, not at all) erotic reading. I 
decided to shift to Harry Potter in 
order to spare myself serious em¬ 
barrassment. Once home, in 
both cases, I turned off 
the phone and had a 
splendid time ... 
reading. 

The Price of Pas¬ 
sion tells the story 
of Simone, who, 
after the death of 
her agoraphobic 
mother, is shipped off to boarding 
school by her mostly absent 
grandmother. When her grand¬ 
mother summons Simone to her 
deathbed to earn her inheritance 
by visiting her grandmother’s 
far-flung circle of friends, Simone 
takes the challenge in order to 
construct a past for herself. What 
she learns is that her real 
birthright is much more than 
mere money. On the way to that 
discovery, Simone has a series of 
sexual adventures that left us both 
gasping with pleasure. 

Jess Wells has always been an 
extraordinary writer, but with The 
Price of Passion she moves into the 
rarefied circle of the great authors, 
those who can capture a charac¬ 
ter, a setting, an event, an emo¬ 
tion, with complete care and utter 
mastery. Consider this description 
of mother and grandmother: 
“Her grandmother had seemed as 
incapable of staying as her moth¬ 
er had been of leaving. Her moth¬ 
er had been all nest, her grand¬ 
mother all flight.” 

Wells’ prose reflects the care of a 
writer who weighs every word, 
while — and this is the tricky part 
— achieving a lightness that sug¬ 
gests that we are hearing a story 
breathlessly told for the first time. As 
for the erotic character of the prose, 
all I can say is, whew. I can’t remem¬ 
ber ever enjoying erotica more. The 
Price of Passion is astonishing.

Wendy Caster’s “The Sacred Sex 
Tour” and revel in the sweetest 
possible revenge. Lip Service is ex¬ 
traordinary— sexy, funny, smart, 
and intensely erotic. Whew, again. 

Once I caught my 
breath, I just knew I 
had to chat with 
Wells about her 
newest books. Here’s 
some of what we 
talked about. 


Price of Passion? I've never read 
anything like it — the idea that 
an erotic quest could be cause for 
celebration rather than a reason 
for years of therapy. I especially 
like the idea that Simone's real 
inheritance was not the money, 
but an erotic life. 

Jess Wells: A friend of mine said 
that The Price of Passion turned 
her vibrator into a bookmark. The 
book began as a series of vignettes. 
I love to travel — I lived in Europe 
for a while, and I’ve traveled in 
Asia — and I started imagining 
fantasies that took place in various 
locations. I wanted to explore the 
idea that an erotic life is a good 
life. Eroticism and sexuality are 
gifts from mother to daughter. 

The dance sequence, which is so 
gloriously sexy, is the first of Si¬ 
mone's erotic adventures — can 
you talk about that? 

I liked the whole idea of an orgy. 
Something had to break Simone’s 
pattern, to starde her out of her safe 
and regulated sex life. Our fantasy 
lives are so amazing. I tell people that 
I visited all the locales in the book, 
but the sex scenes are pure fantasy. 

Lip Service is extraordinarily erot¬ 
ic — how were you able to find 
such a broad range of writers — 
many of them new, to me at least?

B oth the Go-Go’s and Dinah Washington made the cut on 
“VHl’s 100 Greatest Women in Rock,” at 48 and 76, respec¬ 
tively. Another measure of an artist’s influence is a tribute 
album, and both the Go-Go’s and Dinah Washington have recent¬ 
ly been paid such a compliment. 

The various artists disc Unsealed: A Tribute to The Go-Go’s (4 
Alarm Records) and A Tribute To Dinah Washington 
(Musette/Oglio) by Yvette Freeman do their part to pay their re¬ 
spects. At the beginning of their recording career, The Go-Go’s were 
considered to be punk. Punk rock, like all styles of music, has 
evolved, and although The Go-Go’s seem tame in retrospect, a 
whole new generation of punk rock-influenced musicians revives 
the spirit. Chainsaw Kittens purr through “We Got The Beat” (and 
work some Bowie and Pop into the mix with “Nightclubbing”), The 
Frogs take a “Vacation,” Sugarsmack does “Turn To You,” Fig Dish 
tackles “Head Over Heels,” and Truly opens up “Our Lips Are 
Sealed,” to name a few. 

Actress and singer Yvette Freeman won a Best Female Performer 
Obie Award in 1998 for her portrayal of Dinah Washington in the 
play Dinah Was. Included among the dozen songs on Freeman’s A 
Tribute To Dinah Washington you will find her renditions of such 
Dinah Washington classics as “How Deep Is The Ocean,” “Come 
Rain Or Come Shine,” “Blue Gardenia,” “My Foolish Heart,” “I
